W a s h in g to n , April 28th.—In the Senate 
to day the political disabilities bill went ever, 
and consideration of the Chinese bill was re­ 
sumed. the question 1 eicjf o pon concurring in 
the amendment stiikicg out the fifteenth sec­ 
tion, which construes “ Chinese laborers” to 
mean skilled and unskilled both. 
By a vote cf 25 against 20 the Senate re­ 
fused to strike out tbo fifteenth section. 
The Senate then voted—25 against 17—to 
reject Edmunds’ substitute for the fifteenth 
section, so the section stands just as it came 
from the House. 
Edmunds then offered the following as a 
substitute for the fourteenth section : “ Noth­ 
ing in this Act contained shall be constiu-d 
to change the naturalization laws so as to 
admit Cninese pers- ns to citizenship.” Re­ 
jected—21 against 15. 
Several other amendments were voted 
down, and at 4:25 the Chinese bill wts passed 
substantially as it came from the House, by 
32 ayes, 15 nres. 
The sections prohibiting Chinese natural­ 
ization and defining Chinese laborers are 
retained. 
Following is the vote upon the passage of 
the bill: 
Ayes—Beck, Butler, Call, Cameron of 
Wisconsin, Chilcott, Coke, Davis of Illinois, 
Fair, Farley, Garland. George, Grover, Hale, 
Hampton, Harris, Hill of Colorado, John­ 
ston, Jonas, Jones of Nevada, Maxey, M illtr 
of California. Miller of New York, Morgan, 
Pendletin, Pugh, Saunders, Slater, Vance, 
Van VVyck, Vest, Walker, Williams—32. 
Noes—Allison. Blair, Conger, Dawes, Ed­ 
munds, Frye, Harrisou, Hawley, Hoar, In­ 
galls, Laphatn, McMillan, Morrill, Platt, 
Sherman—15. 
Aldrich, Anthony. Ferry, McDill, Sewell, 
Logan, Windom, Rollins and Kellogg, op­ 
posed to the bill, were paired withj Gorman, 
Bayard, Saulsbury, Jackson, McPherson, 
Ransom, Davis of W est Virginia, Jones of 
Florida, and Lamar, in the affirmative. 
After an executive session the Serate ad­ 
journed till Monday. 
Ih e Am endm ents. 
W a sh in g to n , April 28:h.—The Senate 
amendments to the Chinese bill, although 
very numerous, have not changed the bill in 
any e-eential manner, and will therefore be 
undoubtedly concurred in by the House of 
Representatives without delay. The bill will 
then be signed by the presiding i fiicers of 
both houses and sent to the President for his 
approval, all of which may be expected to 
take place during next week. 
House or K cprrsenlatlvrs. 
W a sh in g to n , April 28th.—A resolution 
was adopted reciting the recent Apache out­ 
break in Arizona, and calling on the Secre­ 
tary of W ar for information as to the number 
of United States soldiers now in the Terri­ 
tory, and whether the military force stationed 
there is sufficient to grant full protection to 
the people, and also whether any legislation 
is necessary fur the prompt and tlli ient se­ 
curity of the people against the destruction 
of life and properly by hostile Indians. 
The House then resumed consideration of 
the Lynch-Chalmers contested electicn case. 
Tucker supported the claims of Chalmers. 
Rjbeson made an argument, which was 
that the House, having a constitutional right 
to determine upon the election of its mem­ 
bers, had the right and power to override the 
decisions of State Courts throwing technical­ 
ities in the way of allowing votes constitu­ 
tionally cast to be counted. The decisirn of 
the Supreme Court of Mississippi that the 
monkey dash upon the ticket was a distin­ 
guishing mark, and that consequently over 
2 000 votes cast for Lynch must be thrown 
out, was, in his judgment, cot only absurd 
but unconstitutional. 
Carlisle of Kentucky replied to RobeBon, 
declaring that the principle laid down that 
the House had an inherent right to override a 
State and test tf-e decision of its Courts was 
the very definition of arbitrary power. Un­ 
der no other principle», however, could the 
contestant be admitted to a seat on this floor.

B.lmont has as­ 
sented, and agreed to abids by the advice. 
The report that Belmont intended to rpsign 
from the Foreign AfTd-s Committee is not 
true. He is determined to go ahead with the 
investigation. 
Not 9o Marl as He War. 
W a sh in g to n , April 28th.—Representative 
Belmont has addressed to Chairman W ill­ 
iams, of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
a letter in which he says: “ He (Blaine) 
thought it proper on a public occasion to use 
language personally offensive. It was my 
de.-ire and purjrose yesterday to put an end 
to any furth r cootiouiuce cf those personal­ 
ities hi fore the committee, and ther-.f re re­ 
ferred to less public treatm ent thereof by 
myself 
Having been surprised into making 
a reply in the prr senes of the committee of a 
character snch as seem», to my deliberate 
judgment, would have been elsewhere under 
circumstances entirely proper, and which ex­ 
presses my opinion perfectly, notliog further 
in the LEture cf a private or personal notice 
of the witness is required of me.

St. Padl, April 28th.—About 1 o’clock 
this morniog a party of masked men ap­ 
peared at the jail in Minneapolis and de­ 
minded the surrender to them of Frank Mc­ 
Manus, the tramp who ravished and brutally 
mutilated the 4 year-old child, Nina Spear, 
yeaterday. The Sheriff was made prisoner 
by the mob, but refused to divulge the 
whereabouts of McManus. The mob then 
made a thorough search of the jail, breaking 
open every cell on the first floor without dis­ 
covering the prisoner. They then ascended 
to the floor above and repeated the ceremony, 
breaking open the cell doors, until McManus 
was found. The latter was taken to the 
house of bis victim, where he was fully iden­ 
tified. Without further ceremony the mob 
took McManns to a large tree in front of the 
High School building, and hanged him from 
a limb at 4:15 this morning. Before Mc­ 
Manus was strong up he confessed his hor­ 


rible crime. He was a tramp, 26 years old.

Only three reporters 
were present at the hanging. The procession 
entered the yard of the ,iri»on at 8:55, when 
the prison bell was tolling the death-kuell. 
The Chaplain headed the prcctssion. He was 
followed by two prison officials with the pris 
oner, who until the time of starting ha4 been 
calm and composed. He loiked awfully pale 
and dejected, and was very nervous. He was 
supported by wardens on either side, atd was 
with difficulty able to ascend the steps to the 
scaffold. He was met by Marwood, the 
executioner, at the foot of the stepe.. The 
prisoner was bareheaded. The operation of 
pinioning him seemed interminable. He sub­ 
mitted w ithout a word, at.d hardly seemed to 
appreciate what was going on. From the 
steps thtre was a distance of abont (X) yards 
to traverse to (be gallows. Lamson was sup­ 
ported with difficulty from this point to the 
scaffold. He swayed backwards aud for­ 
wards, and stared wildly arouod him when 
placed under the noose. The Chaplain also 
appeared much affected, and began reading 
the burial service, Lamson meanwhile was 
supported by two goalers. Just before the 
cap was adjusted he cast down his eyes with 
a look of extreme despair. His death wa» in­ 
stantaneous. The drop was nine feet. The 
Chaplain remained by the gallows repeating 
the Lord’s Prayer. The body remained hang­ 
ing one hour.

M&rwood arrived at the prison yesterday, and 
pas«ed the night within its precincts. He 
inspected all the arrangements for the execu­ 
tion, and pronounced them satisfactory. The 
cvnvict is confined in one cf the northeastern 
wings of the building, about fifty yards from 
the permanent scaffold, which is situated on 
one side of the yard. His grave hss been 
already dug close by the scaffold, aud is simi­ 
lar to that|made use of in Lefroy's ease.

COAST AND STATE. 


Stockton proposes to organize a Board of 
Trade. 
Butte City is beginning to complain of 
tramps. 
The laguna de los Osos, n»ar San Luis 
Obispo, is being drained. This wiil cost 
$1.200, and will render available over 
400 acres of the richest of land. 
Mr. De Turk, of BeDnett Valley, has in 
his cellar 100,000 gallons of wine and 3,500 
gallons of grape brandy. In the bonded 
warehouse at Santa Rosa are 23 000 gallons 
of grape brandy, with nearly 8,000 more to 
come. 
Thirty thousand deer have been killed in 
the vicinity of Jacksonville, Oregon, d u r­ 
ing the past year, by hunters for their 
skins alone. This does not include the 
number killed by the settlers of the locality 
mentioned. 
The Placerville Democrat prints report* 
from various sections of the county, all to 
the effect that the prospect for an immense 
crop of grain and fruit were never better, 
unless frosts, w ithin the next fortnight, 
shall injnre the grapes. 
The yacht Con O’Ckmnor is on the way* 
at the N orth Beach shipyard, San Fran­ 
cisco. The skag, which was put on her 
keel just before her race with the Nellie, is 
being taken off, and fonr tons of lead are 
being put on in its place. 
Wm. Coombs, a miDer at the Idaho mine, 
near Grass Valley, had his left eye injnred 
the other day by a piece of flying rock. 
He was drilling a hole, and a small frag­ 
ment of quartz struck him in the eye. It 
is thought the sight has been destroyed. 
It is said there is plenty of Government 
land in Lassen county suitable for farming 
—enough in single tracts for settlements »f 
from five to fifty families. Grain does w ell; 
fruit has not been extensively tried ; stock 
does well, if fed in winter. No irrigation 
is needed.

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S o tt Beef and M Uk-Trap the Worms— 
Merino Sheep for Mutton—Skimmed 
Milk for Calves—Etc. 


There is no question that many of the most 
popular strains of short horn cattle have been 
bred with the single idea of making a fine 
.hc,w for beef at the expense of the milking 
properties of the stock. Breeders with the 
taste and means for breeding fine stock have 
had an eye to fancy qualities demanded by 
speculative notions, rather than “to the gen­ 
eral demand of farmers for the real useful 
qualities of stcck for the farm. The en­ 
deavor has been to force the animal by 
extra care and feed, and force the 
price of the animal by high claims of pedi­ 
gree and fashionable form and color. In this 
high-preFsnre breeding the general wants of 
the country, for a class of animals that would 
bring the greatest profits, in the dairy and on 
the butcher’s block, have not been thought 
of. Stock have been bred for the show-ring 
for the competition at the fairs rather than 
for the milk pail and the butchers’ stalls. 
Calves from show-cows have been provided 
with wet nurses and the mothers dried up 
and put in condition to be ready for the fair 
season, and whole herds have been bred and 
kept with an eye single to the highest state 
of obesity for the sales and the fairs, till 
very naturally the impression has become 
quite general that short-horn cows are of but 
little value as milkers. And certainly this 
impression is too correct as to cows that have 
for generations been bred for fashionable 
beef points, entirely neglecting the milking 
points. The truth is that not one farmer in 
one hundred cares but little about whether 
his herd of dairy cows have a strain ot the 
pure Bates, the Bell-Bates or any other 
fashionable strain in them, or whether they 
have the blood of any high-sounding pedi­ 
gree stock in them, so long as they give 
a large quantity of a good quality of milk 
for ten months in the year, and make good, 
heavy beef animals when from any cause 
they are no longer profitable in the dairy. 
The idea of making pedigree more important 
than excellence in the individual animal has 
done great injury to the best stock interests 
of the country. When fancy breeding for 
fancy prices shall be done away with, and 
real substantial usefulness shall be the aim, 
not only will the herds of thoroughbreds be 
much improved, but the breeding of good 
crosses will become more general. The sys­ 
tem of breeding short-horns, that has become 
fashionable in England and many parts of 
this country, has tended greatly to confine 
the stock in narrow limits, and at the same 
time to give them a bad name and circum­ 
scribe their usefulness generally. Farmers 
have not only come to suspect their natural 
milk-giving qualities, bnt they have come to 
believe them os wanting in that hardiness 
that renders an animal capable of shifting 
for itself when necessary. There is a very 
common opinion among practical farmers 
that what they call scrubs are more profit­ 
able animals for the general farmer, unless he 
is prepared to give bis stock extra care and 
attention ; and this opinion is the natural 
outgrowth of the system of breeding adhered 
to by most of the short horn advocates and 
breeders themselves. If the same pains had 
been laken daring the last three-quarters of a 
century to bring the fhnrt-horn cow up to the 
highest perfection as a dairy cow that has 
been taken to establish for the breed a high 
reputation for beef, we believe that a great 
deal more valuable results would have been 
arrived at, and that to-day the Bhort-homs 
would have been without successful rivals as 
dairy stock. Or if, while breeding for fancy 
points and color, the same care had been de­ 
voted to the qnalities that make the good 
dairy cow, that then Btill more valuable re­ 
sults would have been attained, and instead 
of being in the hands of a few amateur stock 
men, as now, the short-horns would have 
been at thiB time the common stock of the 
country. We have frequently heard short­ 
horn breeders assert that rather than sell 
their bulls of medium excellence for medium 
prices they would prefer to make steers of 
them aud turn them into beef. This we 
think has been the practice to some extent, 
and to that extent has operated against the 
true interests of stock improvement in the 
country. The idea was that to sell these 
medium-appearing animals as breeders would 
tend to break down prices for fancy animals, 
and thus destroy the particular line of breed­ 
ing they chose to follow. The general 
farmer wantB very little of the fancy busi­ 
ness in stock breeding or in any other de­ 
partment of rural industries ; the substantial 
is what he is looking for, and the substantial 
is what he must have to make farming a 
success. The general farmer wants a cow 
that will not only be profitable at the pail, 
bnt that will each year bring him a valuable 
calf—if a heifer, valuable to go into the 
dairy, or if a bull, valuable to turn off as a 
fat steer at the proper age. To become a 
desirable animal on the general farm, all the 
good points mast he developed, and not one 
at the expense of the others. We want both 
beef and milk. 
Trap the Worms. 
Every person who has an apple or pear or 
quince tree, and wishes to preserve the fruit 
on the same, or who is willing to do some­ 
thing towards preserving the fruit crop of the 
State, should give a little attention to the 
coddling moths at the present time. The 
moths, if any on yonr tree, will be found in 
the form of small white worms, or in the pu­ 
pa or chrysalis form, and stowed away under 
the loose or partly loose pieces of bark, or in 
the crevices of the bark of the stem or body 
of the tree. You will not be able to see the 
little peats until you pull cff these lccae 
pieces of bark, or open the crevices, and 
then, if at all, yon will find them snugly hid 
away in a little, compactly built nest or co­ 
coon made of the worm’s silken web and fine 
bits of bark or other material immediately 
surrounding the ntst. You will have to look 
very sharp to find the r.est at all, 
but when yon discover something that 
looks a 
Uttle 
as 
though 
it 
did 
not grow 
there, 
take 
your 
knife 
blade and pick itopeD, and you will probably 
uncover the worm, or, if a little further ad­ 
vanced, the pnpa. In either case there will 
emerge from this nest or cocoon a small moth 
about the size of the house moths that flit 
about yi ur lamps in a warm spring evening. 
This is the codling or apple moth. If a 
female, this moth seeks the small apple, or 
pear, or quince, and basins itself in flying 
from one to the otter and depcsit- 
ing its eggs in the seed-ends of the 
same. In a few days the eRgs so depos­ 
ited hatch out a small worm—so small 
as hardly be seen at first with the naked eye. 
This little worm at once begins to look for 
f ood, and piercing the skin of the small fruit 
finds what he wants. He enters the fruit 
and lives upon its pulp till he is fnll grown, 
in the meantime checking its growth and 
probably causing it to fall to the ground. 
When fully grown the worm leaves the fruit 
and seek a sheltered place, makes in turn its 
cocoon or neat, changes from a worm to a 
pnpa and then hatches again a moth. 
Instinct teaches the worm when it emerges 
from the fruit to seek the body or stem of the 
tree on which to make its cocoon or nest, and 
for the second generation of the season, in­ 
stinct also seems to tell it that (he weather 
will be warm, and that therefore it need not 
be particnlar to find so secure a place as it is 
necessary in the fall of the year, when it is 
making a bouse for winter. Now, if the 
rough bark of the tree ha* been scraped off, 
and a band i f paper or cloth has been fastened 
around the trunk, say a foot or two above 
the ground, the worm will be almost certain 
to seek this wrapping under which to make 
its cocoon or nest. When a large number of 
worms have thus securely stowed themselves 
away in or nnder the cloth or paper, the 
wrapper can be removed and all the worms 
destroyed in a very few minutes. This can 
be done about every sixth day, and thus 
millions of worms killed, and a large 
portion of the crop of fruit saved. 
This is just what the Chief Horticultural 
Otfioer aud the several County Horticultural 
Boards are trying to teach all owners of fruit 
trees to do. It Is a very easy and simple 
thing te do, and will pay better than any 
other equal amount of fatar In the garden or 
orchard or on the farm. Everybody that has 
a tree bearing apples, pears or quinces should 
attend to this little job at once, and save the 
fruit.

Merino Sheep for Mutton, 
The merino is par excellence the wool 
aheep of the world, Its habits are gregarious 


and give it the natural Inclination to feed in 
large flocks, and to roam over large sections 
of country in search of food. For new coun­ 
tries with extensive ranges, no other Bheep 
compares with the merino in adaptability. 
The merino, like all other breeds of sheep, 
and indeed all domestic animals, is sub ject to 
great changes in its peculiar qualities and hsb- 
its. The American merino of to-day is almost 
an entirely different animal from the original 
merino as originated and bred in Spain cen­ 
turies ago. The changes that have been made 
in the American merino within the past fifty 
years are truly wonderful. The meat of the 
old merino was scarcely considered fit for the 
table, on account of its strong and unpleasant 
flavor, and the animal being so small its value 
for mutton hardly receiv ed consideration. In 
transportation from Europe to America, 
the resultant changes have been very great, 
making a larger and better formed animal— 
more valuable for wool and possessing a car­ 
cass at once large and more compact, and de­ 
veloping greater capacity for meat making. 
The changes in the quality of the meat have 
not been less pronounced than in the direction 
of greater quantity. At the present time 
there ia without any doubt a much larger 
amount of merino mutton consumed in the 
United States than of any other kind, and 
good judges are claiming that of all the breeds 
of sheep the merino is the superior mutton 
breed, and the most profitable. In addition 
to the objections of size and fl ivor to the 
merinos as mutton sheer), the natural late 
maturity has been a difficult point to over­ 
come. The changes that have already been 
produced ip this popular sheep have been so 
great, and have been brought about in so 
limited a period, and without any particular 
united aid or concert of action among breed­ 
ers, give warrant that the time may come 
when the merino may become the first mut­ 
ton as well as the first wool sheep of the 
world. Professor Sanson, an eminent French 
authority, claims to have proven that the 
merino is capable of the same development 
in precocity, and in ths production of flesh, 
as the English down races. He has written 
an elabora'e argument on this subject, 
and in the course of the argument he says : 
“ We can procure in France, with the same 
degree of precocity, and in the same condi­ 
tions, as many merino rams as southdowns. 
The former, at the same age, weigh as much, 
if not more, than the latter. 
They give as 
much meat as, if not more than, the latter, 
and of an unquestionably better quality.” 
He claims that the merino has been per­ 
fected so as to remove the folds of 
skin, and to take on all the de­ 
sirable conformations of the southdown. 
Upon the important point that the merino, 
while being bred into a mutton sheep, pre­ 
serves its value as a wool-producer, the Pro­ 
fessor says : “ It is generally admitted, from 
reasoning a priori, that the absence of folds 
in the skin of the precocious merinos must 
necessarily diminish the extent of the surface 
covered with wool; and that the rapidity of 
growth, due to the abundance and special 
qualities of nourishment, cannot fail to in­ 
crease the size of the hairs of the same wool. 
I have proposed to determine scientifically 
the truth of these two inductions. My re­ 
searches were made upon twenty-two speci­ 
mens, collected during an excursion made 
with the students of the school of Grignon, in 
1872.” The results of his investigations are 
given in detail in a table from which the Pro­ 
fessor considers demonstrated : 
1. The precocious development of merino 
sheep having the effect to carry their apti­ 
tude to produce flesh to the highest degree 
that sheep can attain, exercises no influence 
upon the fineness cf their wool. This pre­ 
serves the diameter which it would have had 
if developed in normal conditions, for the 
reason that the diameter depends upon the 
individual and hereditary aptitude. 
2. The influence exercised upon the hair of 
the wool exhibits itself by an augmentation 
of the length of the same hair, its growth be­ 
ing more active. There is, therefore, more 
woolly substance produced in the same time. 
5. The precocious development does not 
appear to have any influence upon the num­ 
ber of curves or crimps which exist in the 
hair for a fixed length. 
4. It does not vary the number of hairs or 
wool bulbs existing for a determined extent 
of the surface of the skin. There is no 
change in the density. The increase in length 
makes the fleece appear less dense. 
5. The quality and quantity of the yolk 
are not modified—these depending upon an 
individual aptitude, susceptible of being 
modified by hereditary. 
6. Precocity of development increases the 
total weight of fleece, as, from the moment 
that the diameter and number of hairs do not 
diminish, while the length increases, there 
must necessarily be an increase of Bubstance, 
the relative quantity and quality of yolk re­ 
maining the same. 
7. The commercial value of the fleece is 
increased, not only by reason of its greater 
weight, but also by reason of the value that 
attaches to combing wools pro rata, according 
to their length. 
_______ 
Skimmed Milk far Calves. 
We presume that most practical dairymen 
engaged in butter-making have learned the 
fact that they can raise their calves just a" 
well, if not better, on milk after the cream 
has been taken cff as they canon whole milk. 
Skimming off the cream takes nothing bnt 
the oil from the milk ; this is simply the fat­ 
tening quality. The phosphate of lime, the 
bone-making material, the casein or muscle* 
forming matter, the milk sugar or whey, and 
all the mineral constituents remain. These 
elements all remain in a soluble or digestible 
condition, and will contribute te the growth 
of the calf with the same force as when fed 
with the milk containing all the cream or oil. 
The only effect of depriving the calf of the 
cream id to lessen the amount of fat the young 
aniaial will lay cn. He will grow just as 
rapidly, and if any difference, bis muscles and 
bones will grow and develop more rapidly 
and become stronger, as. being less encum­ 
bered with fat, he will become more active. If, 
however, it be desired to give the young calf a 
substitute for the cream, and thus keep him 
a little fatter and rounder-looking, this can 
be done by mixing a very little oil-cake meal 
in his skimmed milk. This will replace the 
cream or its properties with a cheaper mate­ 
rial. We would always prefer that heifer 
calves intended for the dairy should he raised 
on skimmed milk ; that they should not be 
allowed to take the inilk direct from the cow, 
and for the following reasons: By taking 
them from the cow and feeding them from 
the pail they are in a measure tamed and 
rendered more gentle or tractable for life. 
They become accustomed to being fed, and 
acquire greedy habits which will last through 
life, and are particularly valuable to cows in 
the dairy. They develop into the cow ear­ 
lier, their muscles and bones expand and be­ 
come stronger, atd they are less likely to lay 
on fat when we want them to give large 
quantities of milk. They learn at an early 
age to rely on themselves more for a living, 
and become better feeders, and conse­ 
quently better cows. 
If calves while 
being fed 
are 
inclined to 
scour, 
or their bowels become weak and inactive, 
fiut a little finely-powdered charcoal or a 
ittle scorched wheat fl >ur in the milk. After 
a few days feeding with skimmed milk, the 
calves will take sonr and even thick milk 
with the same greediness that they would eat 
new milk. We would feed fresh, sweet milk 
till the calf is about ten days old, and make 
the change gradually to sour. 
Corn Fodder. 
It is the intention of farmers on the Sacra­ 
mento river to give the matter of raising corn 
for fodder a thorough trial this year. Quite 
a number will also experiment in preserving 
the cornstalks in silos for feed to dairy cows. 
Should success attend their efforts in this di­ 
rection it will probably add materially to the 
future productiveness of the river lands 
subject to ovejflow to such an ex­ 
tent that alfalfa cannot be produced 
on them. It is believed that good crops of 
corn fodder can be raised on lands that can 
be planted in July. In this way it is believed 
that much of the tule lands can be rendered 
profitably productive. Mounds will be raised 
upoa which to locate and erect the silos, so as 
to have them at all times above high water. 
We look forward to the outcome of these 
proposed experiments with a considerable in­ 
terest, and no small degree of faith that they 
may be made successful.

Still day after day the newspapers pay 
tender reverence to Longfellow, as one 
after another who knew and loved him 
personally comes bringing his or her little 
hoard of private memories and knowledge 
to share them with the sorrowing public. 
Not a hasty, resentful word, a harsh judg­ 
ment, an unkindly act comes anywhere to 
light. 
His life was like his poetry— 
peaceful, ennobling, catholic in its range 
of sympathies. He was good aB daily 
bread, and wheat and grapes would have 
symbolized him better than the cluster of 
passion-flowers 
that 
lay upon his 
coffin. 
Specially he was the poet 
of children, their lover and friend, 
and so, for at least another generation, his* 
place will be a3 secure, his fame as freshly 
green as both have been during the greater 
part of his long, honored life. He belonged 
to the children—but to what age did he 
not belong? With what firm, sure touch 
he evoked the lovely ideals of young man 
and maidenhood ! How keenly he fathomed 
the most elusive, fleeting fancies of the 
dreamer ! How well he knew to cheer on 
the toiling, rouBe the weary and fallen, 
comfort the stricken ! And what nobler 
expression of itself could old age ask than 
his “ Morituri Salutamus ?” 
“ It is too lute t Ah, nothing is too late 
Till tired heart shall cease to palpitate ! 
Something remains for us to do or dare ; 
Even the oldest tree some fruit may bear. 


For age is opportunity no less 
Than youth itself, though in another dress, 
And as the evening twilight fades away 
The sky is filled with etars, invisible by day.” 
A lady correspondent of the Transcript 
describes 
THE POET’S KINDNESS 
To a young California girl whom she had 
taken to call upon him in his study. The 
young girl had traveled all over the world, 
and met plenty of wonderful people, but 
trepidation seized her in that historic room 
and presenee, and she could hardly speak. 
Leaving his other guests, Mr. Longfellow 
devoted himself to gently reassuring her, 
showing her this, that and the other of his 
library curiosities and treasures, telling 
her their stories and associations—that this 
fragment of wood came from Dante’s coffin, 
and GOO years ago touched his bones 
who “ the father was of 
Tuscan 
song;” that these were inkstands that 
had belonged" to Moore and Coleridge ; 
here was a bit of Cellini’s work ; here a 
Tintoretto, and so on till his visitor’s over­ 
whelming timidity had melted like mist in 
the sun, and she could respond naturally 
and gratefully to his delicate courtesy. As 
I read the pretty account I wondered if its 
heroine were not identical with the youth­ 
ful California beauty and belle, bearing a 
name known from the Pacific to the Atlan­ 
tic, whom I met at that delightful hostelry 
affected by pecunious Californians sojourn­ 
ing eastward, the Windsor Hotel in New 
York. The girl had been reared in luxury’s 
lap, and heaped with adulation from her 
babyhood, hut was unspoiled enough by all 
that had been lavished upon her to relate 
with great pride how Mr. Longfellow had 
Baid, when she met him, that she had 
brought East with her California’s bright­ 
est gold in her hair—which was indeed a 
radiant rlievelurr fit to attract any beauty- 
loving eye, and to which even a great 
poet’s notice could give but an added glory. 
Some one anxious as to 
MR. LONG FELLOW’S RELIGIOUS VIEWS, 
Wrote to one of the dailies to inquire 
about them. The answer was that he was 
not a church-goer, bnt was believed to 
sympathize with the opinions of his brother 
Samuel, a very radical Unitarian clergy­ 
man of Philadelphia. It íb not easy to 
imagine what nourishment of either soul 
or fancy a poet could draw from a religion 
chiefly negatious and cloudy dubiousness, 
but to be of Massachusetts and not Unita­ 
rian, as well look for a white blackbird. 
Mr. Francis Underwood is soon to publish 
Mr. Longfellow's biography, and this 
ought to prove the standard work, for its 
subject gave it his approval, counsel, fur­ 
nished a great part of its facts and inci­ 
dents, and chose most of its illnstrations. 
Great interest in distinguished quarters 
here has been shown in our gnesta. the 
Zuni Indians, in the charge of Mr. Frank 
Cushing. Mr. Cushing is an ardent eth­ 
nologist, who has devoted himself to the 
elucidation of the mysteries and history of 
the Indians of the Pueblos, and who in 
pursuit of his search has already spent a 
long'time among the Zuni Indians, has be­ 
come a eon of the tribe, one of their chiefs 
spiritual and temporal, and who returns 
with them to New Mexico to live this life 
for a second long period. 
THE INDIANS 
Have been entertained by the artists 
here in the Paint and Clay Club, by 
scientific associations and individuals; 
they have exhibited themselves at several 
receptions ; been shown some of the ways 
in which we amuse ourselves, and try to 
find or make life worth living ; how we 
bring up our young women, as exemplified 
at Wellesley College ; the whole winding 
up with what was the real object of their 
Ext tern pilgrimage—a visit to the “ Ocean 
of Sunrise,” in order to dip from it some 
demijohns of “ holy water ’’ to carry home 
for use in their sacred rites. They were 
taken, with some three hundred invited 
guests, by steamer to one of the bay 
islands. On the easternmost shore of the 
island, with much ceremonial, chants, 
smoking pipes of prayer, scattering of 
prayer flour—a sacred meal composed of 
ground sea shells and corn—the demijohns 
were tilled. But the phenomenon of the 
tides was something the Indiana did not un­ 
derstand. At the beginning of their cere­ 
monies they had taken their place on a 
point of low rocks covered at high water. 
The tide was then rising, and before the 
chant was ended the spectators were 
forced to scramble hastily back to dry 
land. Mr. Cushing suggested to the chiefs 
that they could more comfortably finish 
their services elsewhere, but the High 
Priest exhorted him, “ Be firm 1 The 
waters come up by the will of the gods; 
the sun hears as ; God hears ns ; this is a 
beautiful manifestation of the trnth of oar 
religion, and you must be prepared for it. 
Even if the waves rise and take yon in, it 
will be well.” Luckily the chants ended 
before the party were quite waist deep. 
After the chiefs had finished with the 
Ooean of Sunrise they initiated Mr. Cash­ 
ing into their highest religious order. This 
order is in possession of the mythology, 
and 
EARLY HISTORY OF THE TRIHE, 
Or rather it is in possession of four high 
priests of the order, who once in four years 
repeat it to the other chiefs of the order, 
the recital consuming more than a day. It 
is to secure this history, all lived before the 
coming of the Spaniards, that Mr. Cashing 
has given himaelf and so mnch of his life. 
When they return to the Znni country he 
will become a fall member, the final cere­ 
monies including a several days’ fast and 
some severe tests of fortitude. The chiefs 
have fine, strong faces, and Mr. Oscar 
Wilde would be a convert to the Zuni 
dress as Mr. Cushing wears it, a tunic 
of dark green, with border wrought 
in rich color, knee breeches of nndressed 
leather, dark cloth leggings with embroi­ 
dered tops and bands, and boots of flexi­ 
ble deer-skin, Newport ie really one of 


the most cosmopolitan of American resorts, 
but we have already a large oolony of Bos­ 
tonians there, and a great deal of Boston 
money is spent there. Several Bostonians 
have this winter transferred their resi­ 
dences there, thereby delighting them­ 
selves and saving a great difftrence in 
taxes. To be a legal citizen of Newport, 
only residence in early spring is required. 
Tbis of course makes “ the season ” earlier. 
This year maDy summer cottagers are 
already established, and the Casino is to 
be opened May 1st—a month earlier than 
usual. Some Boston syndicates have been 
organized for the purchase of some large 
tracts of land aud the building of several 
series of very 
ATTRACTIVE HOUSES, 
To be run like the famous “ Cliff cottages. 
In these one has absolutely no care, save to 
begin the season with a stack of money. 
These Bostonians propose to spend a million 
of dollars in land and buildings, and it is 
suggested to call the new settlement 
“ Berkeley,” after the Dean, who was very 
fond of this region in Newport. Easter flow­ 
ers, Easter cards, Easter eggs, Easter bon­ 
nets and gowns. The flowers were those 
of the earliest spring bulbs farced to antici­ 
pate their normal blossoming from one month 
to three. Daffodils, jonquils, snowdrops, 
tulips, and showers of lilies of the valley, are 
the favorites of the hour. A punch-bowl 
filled with the tremulous bells and cool 
green leaves of the lily of the valloy is 
sweet enough to two senses to make one 
oblivious of the cost of the bowl's lovely 
freightage—well toward §100. 
Among 
the Easter cards were many that are real 
works of art. Among the finest are ivory 
cards, beautifully painted with Easter sub­ 
jects. These will serve their fortunate 
recipients as covers to prayer-books, poems 
and card cases. As for eggs, Boston might 
be one of those northern islands—the 
breeding places of eider ducks, auks, and 
so on, amid whose rocky ledges and shelves 
one can hardly step without crushing into 
a nest full of embryo wild fowl. Eggs of 
sugar, glass, alabaster, celluloid—eggs of 
cream, eggs of meringue. The big white 
roc eggs—I hope Sacramento children read 
the Arabian Nights—are bon bonnierts full 
of the 
MOST DELICIOUS GOODIES, 
Confections that are absolutely poetic. 
After these the bona fide Easter eggs, col­ 
ored, painted, etched, chiseled, or, shall I 
say eDgraved? are best. 
The German 
childish Hunt of the Eggs on Easter morn­ 
ing, or made the motive of an Easter Mon­ 
day children’s party, is a pretty fashion 
fast spreading. Soon it will be common as 
the Xmas tree, which also we owe to the 
Vaterland. The Easter morning hunt is 
ouite simple. Very early a basket of eggs 
is distributed in all manner of hiding- 
places, 
either 
indoors or out, by 
the parents, the children starting on 
their search as soon as awake and dressed. 
After, 
with 
tumultuous 
merriment, 
the whole party Bit down to an Easter 
breakfast of glorified eggs. The Easter 
Monday party may be made very interest­ 
ing and charming. The children bidden, 
the eggs—plain and decorated, real and 
Bimulachres—are hidden as subtly as pos­ 
sible, and the hunt begins. Needful re­ 
strictions, regulations aud tabooing of im­ 
possible places having been Bet clearly 
forth, a first-class jubilee racket is of course 
in order. When the eggs are all gath­ 
ered— each find having been brought to 
headquarters when discovered—they are 
divided so that each child may have bis or 
her share of treasure-eggs with the plainer 
ones. Then comes the collation, and shouts 
of rapture at sight of the table. This may 
be as fantastic as one can devise, bnt its 
crowning honor must be greatnestsof straw- 
colored sugar, or threads of candied peel, 
filled with vari colored eggs of ice-cream, 
interspersed with here and there a puffy 
sugar chick or duckling, pale yellow, with 
oraDge bills. Only Easter flowers are legit­ 
imate as table decorations, and wild ones 
preferred—maple blossoms, alder tassels, 
pussy willows, hepáticas, marsh marigold, 
mosses, and, if Easter fall late or the 
spring be a kindly one, the flower of all 
transatlantic spring bloomiDg, the trailing 
arbutus.

A HUMOR CURE 


E m igration from Sw itzerland.—Emi­ 
gration from Switzerland has become so 
great in late years that predictions are 
made that unless it cesses certain districts 
will lose the greater part of their inhabi­ 
tants, if they do not become literally de­ 
populated. Returns are at hand for Berne 
which show that since 1821 the ratio has 
steadily increased, and in the past three 
years st a greatly accelerated pace. In 
1877 only 380 persons left the canton ; in 
1878 the number was 477 ; in 1879 it was 
941 ; in 1880 it wss 1,638, and in 1881 2,­ 
881, while for 1882 the number is expected 
to be larger still. Nearly all of them 
sailed for the United Statee. Only 180 
went to other ceuntries, and of these 150 
went either to South or to Central America. 


The Sonoma Index of Friday states that 
a large number of redwood logs have been 
bronght np by the railroad and are being 
hauled ont by wagons to make piling and 
trestle for the railroad between there and 
Glen Ellen. The work of building the bed 
continues rapidly. The number of erosa- 
ties are on the ground. The iron is afloat 
and expected here in fonr to eight weeks, 
when the traok will be laid immediately to 
Glen Ellen.

Presenting Instruction Contained in Lect­ 
ures from the Chair of Agricult­ 
ure, State University. 


[sixteenth paper ] 
A proper knowledge of the constituents 
Of the soil and its corresponding relation to 
Orops is of the greatest interest to every 
farmer. 
The soil is the “ exclusive thea­ 
te r” of liia labor, and the medium in 
which the roots of his crops grow. 
It is 
th e only natural agent employed in the 
production of economic ¡crops which is in 
the least nnéer h¡3 control ; for he can in 
no way influence the general constitution 
and effects of the atmospheric air and solar 
light and heat. 
The farmer is entirely de­ 
pendent upon the efforts of nature for the 
m aterial derived from these last resounes 
by his crops. 
As the soil, therefore, is the 
only natural agent which he has practically 
under his control, it is of the greatest im­ 
portance that he should till it to the best 
advantage. 
Through the agency of the 
soil the inflntnoe of the atmospheric air, 
and the sun’s light and heat, may be largely 
modified and made subservient to the best 
interest of the 
farmer. 
The general 
functions 
of 
the 
soil 
are 
three 
in number. 
(1) 
It is the source from 
which, as we have already seen, the ash 
ingredients of ail plants are derived. 
As 
auch it is most intimately and directly con­ 
nected with the nutrition of plants through 
th e agency cf the food which plants ab­ 
stract from it. 
(2) It affords a mechanical 
support for the members of the vegetable 
kingdom. 
The roots of plants penetrate 
ttie soil and firmly fix plants in an upright 
position, and in direct contact with the 
Bource from whence they got their supply 
of ash ingrediente. 
(31 The soil acts as a 
storehouse or nservoir in which are tem ­ 
pered and stored the snn’s heat and surplus 
food m atter of the soil. 
Through the 
ageucy of the soil those physical conditions 
are secured, which are necessary to the 
growth of plants, and which must act in 
-co-operation in order to insure the con­ 
tinuous 


development ok PLANTS 
Soil may be defined as that layer of 
«jarthy material over the earth's surface in 
which plant* grow. 
We thus see that two 
•aasential requisites of soil are, that it shall 
bo on tho earth’s surface, and that it shall 
be capable of supporting and nourishing 
plaut life. 
Tho primitive source of all 
■aoil is undoubtedly rock and mineral mat­ 
te r which has for centuries been undergo­ 
ing gradual comminution and translocation 
from the mountains to the valleys below. 
T n is process is continually going on, even 
a t the present time, but slow in compari­ 
son to what it must have been immediately 
succeeding the geological changes during 
which our continent was upheaved from 
the lied of the sea and made to form a part 
•f the earth’s surface. 
Rock and mineral 
m atter may then be said ta be the prin­ 
cipal constituents of the soil. Minerals are 
compounds of the various chemical ele­ 
ments, an.l hence have a fixed and definite 
chemical 
composition. 
Ilock 
are 
ag­ 
gregations or mixture of 
the mineral 
m atter. 
Johnson considers 
the 
origin 
and 
formation 
of 
the 
soil 
un­ 
der 
live 
heads: 
(I) 
The 
chemical 
-elements of rocks ; (2) the mineralogical 
elements of reeks ; (3) the rocks them- 
salves ; (4) the. conversion of rocks into 
•soil; and (5) the incorporation of organic 
m atter with the soil. 
The chemical ele­ 
ments which make up rocks include all of 
the elements known to our modern chem- 
iets. 
We have at a former time described 
the principal of these elements, and it is 
not necessary to speak further of them. 
I t will be impossible to treat anywise fully 
■of the mineralogical elements of rocks, for 
they constitute a separate branch of science 
• —mineralogy, and cannot be satisfactorily 
studied except with the minerals at hand, 
and with the nelp of a proficient mineral­ 
ogist. W e shall therefore content ourselves 
-with briefly naming some of the principal 
—from the agriculturist's point of view— 
elementary constituents of rocks, with 
their composition, and sometimes a few of 
their properties. 
The minerals with which 
V. e are principally interested are quartz, 
feldspar, mica, amphibole and pyroxene, 
(encite and kaolioite, talc, calcite, mag­ 
nesite, dolomite, gypsum, pyrites 
and 
apatite. 


QUARTZ 
Is probably the most common of all miner­ 
als. 
Chemically it is anhydrous i without 
w ater; silica. 
It is found in all sizes, from 
immense misses of quartz rock to finely 
-divided sand. 
Nine-tenths of all sand is 
made up of particle* of quartz. 
It* Indi­ 
viduality is preserved by its exceeding 
rardness ; it readily scratches glass, which 
is generally a silicate of soda or potash, 
/eldspars are compounds cf Bilica with 
ilumnia and with one or more of the alkalis, 
aid sometimes with lime. They are divided, 
aicording to their constituents, into potash 
fedspars, soda feldspars, soda-lime feld- 
apirs, and lime-ioda feldspars, in which the 
elenent placed first was, after alumnia, 
the iharacteristic basic one. 
Mica is com- 
moay known as “ isinglass.” 
There are 
three principal varieties of mica : 
Mus­ 
covite, phlogopite and biotite. 
They are 
silicates of alumnia with potash, magnesia, 
lime, ron and manganese. 
Muscovite, or 
musco'y glass as it is sometimes called, is 
most tpaerally transparent and variously 
colored. 
This transparent variety is of 
considenblo value to the arts, taking the 
place of ;la*s in many places where heat is 
to be su'ceasfully withstood. 
The black 
variety o muscovite owes its color to 
the prescico of iron. 
Thlogopite and 
biotite 
c-ntain 
large 
quantities 
of 
magnesia 
and 
often 
*esqui-oxide 
of 
iron. 
They are therefore dark-colored, 
and often ojaque. 
Amphibole and pyrox­ 
ene resemble each other quite closely in 
composition. They are silicates of mag­ 
nesia and lime or of magnesia and protox- 
do of iron, wit. more or less of the alkalies. 
Their color Tar.ig from pure white to jet 
black, according ae they contain more or 
’ess of the oxide; of iron and manganese, 
.’.incite and kaolnite(clay)are respectively 
the anhydrous ®d hydrous silicates of 
alumina. 
The lat is formed from feld­ 
spars by the dec mpoung action of atmos­ 
pheric air 3t ordinaiy temperatures. 
Such 
‘saolinitc is necessa-ily impure, and con­ 
tains, in a state of mechanical mixture, 
many of the constinents of the decom­ 
posed feldspars. 
Ordinary clay is a very 
impure form of kaolnite, while the clay 
used in the macufacto e of the finer grades 
of pottery is almost ehenically pure kaolin- 
ite. Upon being worker. orstirred for some 
time kaolinite acquires a high degree of 
plasticity. 
This it re which imparts to it 
its value in the arts. 
It has a great ab­ 
sorptive power for water, ¡ml when touched 
to the tongue will adhere with a force 
sometimes sufficient to tear ol the adhering 
papillae of the tongue. 


TALO, OR 90APST0NX, 
(• a hydrous «ilicate of mag«esia. 
Ser­ 
pentine i* easentially the aame: they are 
both soft, while the latter ha* gmerally a 
green tint, and often shows atqations. 
Calcite, or limestone, is ehemicaly the 
carbonate of oalcinm. It exists in imnense 
quantities, both as a mineral and as a rock. 
It is the source from which lime is pro­ 
cured. 
Limestone occurs in every grace of 
purity, from the earthy marls to the almost 
pure white marble. 
It occur* very gener­ 
ally over tho earth’s surface, and in consid­ 
erable quantities. 
It is of much commer­ 
cial importance, both in the arts and as a 
fertilizer. 
Magnesite is the carbonate cf 
magnesia, corresponding 
to 
limestone, 
which it resembles in many physical prop­ 
erties. 
It is found in large quantities in 
aenie sections, but is of secondary interest 


to the agriculturist, a* it i* very seldom 
that 
soils 
need 
to 
be 
artificially 
supplied 
w ith magnesia. 
Dolomite is 
a 
double 
carbonate 
of 
lime 
and 
magnesia. 
The 
basic 
proportions of 
this mineral differ widely, from a pre­ 
ponderance of lime, with little magnesia 
to large quantities of magnesia, and only 
traces of lime. 
Except as a sometimes 
available source of lime, dolomite is not of 
much practical importance to the farmer. 
Gypsum is a hydrous sulphate of lime. 
Like limestone, it is of great value as a 
fertilizer and in the arts. 
It is found in 
considerable quantities in many parts of 
the civilized world. 
Plaster of Paris is 
simply pure unhydrous gypsnm. 
The ag­ 
ricultural value of gy psum is very great, 
a3 both of its ingredient elements—lime 
and sulphuric acid—are largely needed by 
soils. 
Probably its principal value, espe­ 
cially in California, is owing to the power 
which it has of neutralizing alkalis. When 
applied to alkali soils, in the presence of 
water, the caustic alkalis are reduced to 
neutral 
and 
comparatively 
harmless 
sulphates of the alkaline bases. 
More 
will be said of 
this interesting sub­ 
ject 
when 
we 
come 
to 
the 
con­ 
sideration of alkali soils. 
Pyrites is a 
yellowish shining mineral, often found in 
perfect cubical or octahedral crystals. 
It 
has been frequently mistaken for gold, aDd 
is oiter termed “ fool's gold.” Chemically 
it is a bisulphide of iron. 
It is one of the 
sources of iron in the soil, and some forms 
of it are oxidized by the air with the 
formation of 
sulphate 
of 
iron 
(green 
vitriol). 
Apatite or phosphorite, as it is 
often termed, is a mineral phosphate of 
lime, and usually containing more or less 
chrorine, fiourine and other substances. 
It is very generally distributed over the 
earth, but is not generally found in large 
masses. 
W here such deposits are found 
they are of great value as fertilizers, since, 
as we all know, both of its principal con­ 
stituent elements, and especially phosphoric 
acid, are essential ingredients of all soils. 


KOCKS. 
The solid mass or unbroken part of the 
earth's crust is formed of rocks. 
These 
may some times consist of immense masseB 
of almost pure mineral matter, but are 
most generally composed of different min­ 
erals. 
There are th re . distinct kinds of 
rock 
formations—igneous, 
sedimentary 
and metamorphic. 
The first are products 
of fusion, and were formed by the cooling 
of melted masses of earthy and mineral 
matter. 
Such is the lava from volcanic 
eruptions. 
The sedimentary rocks were 
formed by the action of water. 
Mud, sand 
and gravel were deposited in loose layers, 
and afterwards cemented into solid rock. 
It was on account of their aqueous origin 
that they were termed sedimentary rocks. 
Under certain conditions of heat the sedi­ 
mentary rocks are changed at a tempera­ 
ture below the point of fusion into other 
forms or modifications which are termed 
metamorphic rocks. 
These rocks, then, 
were formed by the united action of water 
and heat. 
Rocks are again divided into 
crystalline and fragmental. 
The first-class 
is subdivided into silicious and calcerous— 
those 
in 
which the characteristic in­ 
gredient is respectively silica and lime. 
These 
are 
again 
subdivided accord­ 
ing 
to 
their 
characteristic ingredients. 
The calcerous rocks consist essentially of 
limestones and 
dolomites. 
Fragmental 
rocks me divided into 
conglomerates, 
which are solid aggregations of coarse frag­ 
ments of many kinds of rock ; sandstones, 
which differ from the above in being com­ 
posed of small particleB with a character­ 
istic amount of Bilica or sand present. 
We also have calcerous, clayey and other 
kinds of fragmental rocks, the names of 
which will themselves readily suggest their 
proximate composition. 
We have pointed 
out a few of the mineral and rock in­ 
gredients of soils Bimply to indicate the 
line of study one would have to ptirsue in 
order to make himself familiar with the 
inorganic constituents of the soil. 
It is not 
our province, even if we were able, to pre­ 
sent in detail the mineralogical relations of 
the rock and minerals of the soil, nor is it a 
subject upon which much may be learned 
by simple reading. Its study, tobe success­ 
ful, must be backed by a fair knowledge of 
geology and chemistry as well as the rudi­ 
ments of mineralogy. 


HOUSEHOLD 
H IN TS. 


Light, brown biscuit for tea are made of 
Graham flour, one pint of sour cream, one 
teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda; roll 
them ont as for any biscuit, and bake in a 
moderate oven. 
To fry smelts : 
W ash and scrape them, 
cut off the fins, dip them in beaten egg and 
cracker crumbs, or simply roll them in 
flour, fry in boiling fat ; garnish with fried 
parsley or with fresh watercress. 
A nourishing and pleasant drink for a 
sick person is made of parched rice. Brown 
the rice th* same as you do coffee ; then 
pour boiling water with a little salt in it 
over the rice. Let it boil until it is tender ; 
then add sugar or cream to it. 
It rnay be 
strained or not, according to taste. 
A good way to prepare apples when they 
are almost tasteless, is to pare them, cut 
them in quarters, end steam until they are 
tender ; then put them in an earthen dish 
and pour over the sauce a little weak vine­ 
gar, just enough to flavor them a trifle. In 
this put some anground allspice and a little 
sugar. 
Milk porridge can be varied so that an 
invalid will not tire of it bo o b. 
Put a 
dozen raisins in about two cups of milk, 
boil for five minutes ; they will flavor it 
agreeably, though they are not intended to 
be eaten. 
A little nntmeg can be added, 
or the white of an egg beaten light might 
be stirred in jnst after the milk is taken 
from the stove. 
The following is an excellent recipe for 
a cheap fruit cake : One egg, one cup of 
sugar, one and a half cups of flour, half a 
cup of butter, two-thirds of a cup of cur­ 
rants, one cup of raisin9, half a teaspoonful 
of baking powder, three tablespoonfuls of 
sour cream or milk, one teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg ; in place 
of baking powder and sour milk, you may 
use, if you chose, two tablespoonfuls of 
yeast ; in this case it will need to Btand in 
the tin to rise for an hour. 
An economical way to prepare beefsteak 
for breakfast is this : Buy your sirloin 
steak for next day’s dinner, then cut off 
the ends which when cooked on a gndiron 
shrivel up and are the same as wasted. 
Unop them very fine, season with pepper 
and salt, and a very little sifted sage, if 
yon like that flavor. 
After they are 
chopped form them in flat cakes, and a few 
minutes before breakfast melt a lump of 
batter in a saucepan and fry till brown. 
By adding a little more butter and sour 
milk and flour you can make a nice gravy 
to pour over the meat. 
Iyeinon sherbet, which is so refreshing 
to the fever patient, and which is not de­ 
spised by the well man, is made in the 
proportion of two pounds of white sugar 
and six lemons, to two quarts of water. 
Cut the lemons in two parts ; squeeze 
every drop of the juice out ; stir the sugar, 
water and lemon juice together, and strain 
through a wire sieve. 
Freeze just as you 
do ice cream. 
Orange sherbet can be made 
in the some way by substituting oranges 
for lemons, and some people think it very 
agreeable if half lemons s-d half oranges 
are used. 
This is a pleasant ice to serve 
at the close of a weighty dinner.

[SIXTEENTH PAPER ] 
A proper knowledge of the constituents 
of the soil and its corresponding relation to 
orops is of the greatest interest to every 
farmer. 
The soil is the “ exclusive thea­ 
te r” of his labor, and the medium in 
which the roots of his crops grow. 
It is 
th e only natural agent employed in the 
production of economic Joropa which is in 
the least under h¡3 control ; for he can in 
no way influence the general constitution 
and effects of the atmospheric air and solar 
light and heat. 
The farmer is entirely de­ 
pendent upon the efforts of nature for the 
m aterial derived from these, last resources 
by his crops. 
As the soil, therefore, is the 
Duly natural agent which he has practically 
under hia control, it is of the g re a te s t im­ 
portance that he should till it to the best 
advantage. 
Through the agency of the 
soil the influtnoe of the atmospheric air, 
and the sun’s light and heat, may be largely 
modified and made subservient to the best 
interest of the 
farmer. 
The 
g e n e ra l 
functious 
of 
the 
soil 
are 
three 
in number. 
(1) 
I t is the source from 
which, as we have already seen, the ash 
ingredients of all plants are derived. 
As 
au ch it is most intimately and directly con­ 
nected with the nutrition of plants through 
th e agency of the food which plants ab­ 
stract from it. 
(2) It affords a mechauical 
support for the members of the vegetable 
kingdom. 
The roots of plants penetrate 
the soil and firmly fix plants in an upright 
position, and in direct contact with the 
wource from whence they got their supply 
of ash ingredients. 
(31 The soil acts as a 
storehouse or reservoir in which are tem­ 
pered and stored the snn’s heat and surplus 
food m atter of the soil. 
Through the 
agency of the soil those physical conditions 
are secured, which are necessary to the 
growth of plants, and which must act in 
■co-operation in order to insure the con­ 
tinuous 


D E V E L O P M E N T OK PL A N T S- 
Soil may be defined as that layer of 
earthy material over the earth's surface in 
which plants grow. 
We thus see that two 
essential requisites of soil are, that it shall 
bo on tho earth’s surface, and that it shall 
be capable of supporting and nourishing 
plaut life. 
The primitive source of all 
-soil is undoubtedly rock and mineral mat­ 
ter which has for centuries been undergo­ 
ing gradual comminution and translocation 
from the mountains to the valleyB below. 
Tnis process is continually going on, even 
a t the present time, but slow in compari­ 
son to w hat it must have been immediately 
succeeding the geological changes during 
which our continent was upheaved from 
the bed of the sea and made to form a part 
sf the earth’B surface. 
Itock and mineral 
m atter may then be said t# be the prin­ 
cipal constituents of the soiL Minerals are 
compounds ef the various chemical ele­ 
m ents, and hence have a fixed and definite 
chemical 
composition. 
Rock 
are 
ag­ 
gregations 
or mixture of 
the mineral 
m atter. 
Johnson considers 
the 
origin 
and 
formation 
of 
the 
soil 
un­ 
der 
five 
heads : 
(1) 
The 
chemical 
elem ents of rocks; (2) the mineralogical 
elements of recks ; (3) the rocks them­ 
selves ; (4) the conversion of rocks into 
•soil; and (6) the incorporation of organic 
m atter with the soil. 
The chemical ele­ 
ments which make up rocks include all of 
the elements known to our modern chem­ 
ists. 
W e have at a former time described 
the principal of these elements, and it is 
not necessary to speak further of them. 
I t will be impossible to treat anywise fully 
of the mineralogical elements of rocks, for 
they constitute a separate branch of science 
A—mineralogy, and cannot be satisfactorily 
studied except with the minerals at hand, 
and w ith the help of a proficient mineral­ 
ogist. 
We shall therefore content ourselves 
with briefly naming some of the principal 
—from the agriculturist’s point of view— 
elementary constituents of rocks, with 
their composition, and sometimes a few of 
their properties. 
The minerals with which 
we are principally interested are quarts, 
feldspar, mica, amphibole and pyroxene, 
(encitc and kaolioite, talc, c&lcite, mag­ 
nesite, dolomite, gypsum, pyrites 
and 
apatite. 


QU A R TZ 
Is probably the most common of all miner­ 
als. 
Chemically it is anhydrous i without 
water) silica. 
It is found in all sizes, from 
immense misses of quartz rock to finely 
■divided Band. 
Nine-tenths of all sand is 
made up of partióle» of quartz. 
Its indi­ 
viduality is preserved by its exceeding 
hardness ; it readily scratches glass, which 
is generally a silicate of soda or potash. 
Feldspars are compounds cf silica with 
alumnia and with one or more of the alkalis, 
and sometimes with lime. They are divided, 
according to their constituents, into potash 
feldspars, soda feldspars, soda-lime feld­ 
spars, and lime-ioda feldspars, in which the 
element placed first was, after alumnia, 
the characteristic basic one. 
Mica is com­ 
monly known as “ isinglass." 
There are 
three principal varieties of mica : 
Mus­ 
covite, phlogopite and biotite. 
They are 
silicates of alumnia with potash, magnesia, 
lime, iron and manganese. 
Muscovite, or 
muscovy glass as it is sometimes called, is 
most generally transparent and variously 
colored. 
This transparent variety is of 
considerable value to the arts, taking the 
place of glaas in many places where heat is 
to 1>8 successfully withstood. 
The black 
variety of muscovite owes its color to 
the prescneo of iron. 
Phlogopite and 
biotite 
contain 
large 
quantities 
of 
magnesia 
and 
often 
sesqui-oxide 
of 
iron. 
They are therefore dark-colored, 
and often opaque. 
Amphibole and pyrox­ 
e n e resemble each other quite closely in 
composition. 
They are silicates of mag­ 
nesia and lime, or of magnesia and protox­ 
ide of iron,with more or less of the alkalies 
Their color varies from pure white to jet 
black, according as they contain more or 
less of the oxides of iron and manganese. 
1,encitc and kaohnite ,clay)are respectively 
the anhydrous and hydrous silicates of 
alumina. 
The last is formed from feld­ 
spars by the decomposing action of atmos­ 
pheric air at ordinary temperatures. 
Such 
saolinite is necessarily impure, and con­ 
tains, in a stato of mechanical mixture, 
many of the constituents of the decom­ 
posed feldspars. 
Ordinary clay is a very 
impure form of kaolinite, while the clay 
used in tho manufacture of the finer grades 
of pottery is almost ehemically pure kaolin­ 
ite. Upon being worked or stirred for some 
time kaolinite acquiree a high degree of 
plasticity. 
This it íe which imparts to it 
its value in the arts. 
It has a great ab­ 
sorptive power for water, and when touched 
to the tongue will adhere with a force 
sometimes sufficient to tear off the adhering 
papillae of the tongue. 
TALO, OR SOAPSTONE, 
Is a hydrous silicate of magnesia. 
Ser­ 
pentine is essentially the same ; they are 
both soft, while the latter has generally a 
green tint, and often shows striations. 
Calcite, or limestone, is ehemically the 
carbonate of calcium. It exists in immense 
quantities, both as a mineral and as a rock. 
It is the source from which lime is pro­ 
cured. 
Limestone occurs in every grade of 
parity, from the earthy marls to the almost 
pure white marble. 
It occurs very gener­ 
ally over tho earth's surface, and in consid­ 
erable quantities. 
It is of much commer­ 
cial importance, both in the arts and as a 
fertilizer. 
Magnesite is the carbonate cf 
magnesia, corresponding 
to 
limestone, 
which it resembles in many physical prop 
erties. 
It is found in large quantities in 
9»>uie sections, but is of secondary interest 


to the agriculturist, as it is very seldom 
th at 
soils 
need 
to 
be 
artificially 
supplied w ith magnesia. 
Dolomite is 
a 
double 
carbonate 
of 
lime 
and 
magnesia. 
The 
basic 
proportions of 
this mineral differ widely, from a pre­ 
ponderance of lime, with little magnesia 
to large quantities of magnesia, and only 
traces of lime. 
Except as a sometimes 
available source of lime, dolomite is not of 
much practical importance to the farmer. 
Oypsum is a hydrous sulphate of lime. 
Like limestone, it is of great value as a 
fertilizer and in the arts. 
It is found in 
considerable quantities in many parts of 
the civilized world. 
Plaster of Paris is 
simply pure unhydrous gypsum. 
The ag­ 
ricultural value of gvpsum is very great, 
as both of its ingredient elemente—lime 
and sulphuric acid—are largely needed by 
soils. 
Probably its principal value, espe­ 
cially in California, is owing to the power 
which it has of neutralizing alkalis. \Yhen 
applied to alkali soils, in the presence of 
water, tho caustic alkalis are reduced to 
neutral 
and 
comparatively 
harmless 
sulphates of the alkaline bases. 
More 
will be said of 
this interesting sub­ 
ject 
when 
we 
come 
to 
the 
con­ 
sideration of alkali soils. 
Pyrites is a 
yellowish shining mineral, often found in 
perfect cubical or octahedral crystals. 
It 
has been frequently mistaken for gold, and 
is oitec termed “ fool’s gold.” 
Chemically 
it is a bisulphide of iron. 
It is one of the 
sources of iron in the soil, and some forms 
of it are oxidized by the air with the 
formation of 
sulphate 
of 
iron 
(green 
vitriol). 
Apatite or phosphorite, as it is 
often termed, is a mineral phosphate of 
lime, and usually containing more or less 
chrorine, liourine and other substances. 
It is very generally distributed over the 
earth,' but is not generally found in large 
masses. 
W here such deposits are found 
they are of great value as fertilizers, since, 
as we all kuow, both of its principal con­ 
stituent elements, and especially phosphoric 
acid, are essential ingredients of all soils. 


KOUKS. 
The solid mass or unbroken part of the 
earth's crust is formed of rocks. 
These 
may some times consist of immense masses 
of almost pure mineral matter, bnt are 
most generally composed of different min­ 
erals. 
There are three distinct kinds of 
rock 
formations—igneous, 
sedimentary 
and metamorphio. 
The first are products 
of fusion, and were formed by the cooling 
of melted masses of earthy and mineral 
matter. 
Such is the lava from volcanic 
eruptions. 
The sedimentary rocks were 
formed by the action of water. 
Mud, sand 
and gravel were deposited in loose layers, 
and afterwards cemented into solid rock. 
It was on account of their aqueous oripin 
that they were termed sedimentary rocks. 
Under certain conditions of heat the sedi­ 
mentary rocks are changed at a tempera­ 
ture below the point of fusion into other 
forms or modifications which are termed 
metamorphio rocks. 
These rocks, then, 
were formed by the united action of water 
and heat. 
Recks are again divided into 
crystalline and fragmental. 
The first-class 
is subdivided into silicious and calcerous— 
those 
in 
which the characteristic in­ 
gredient is respectively silica and lime. 
These 
are 
again 
subdivided 
accord­ 
ing to their 
characteristic ingredients. 
The calcerous rocks consist essentially of 
limestones and dolomites. 
Fragmental 
rocks are divided into 
conglomerates, 
which are solid aggregations of coarse frag­ 
ments of many kinds of rock ; sandstones, 
which differ from the above in being com­ 
posed of small particles with a character­ 
istic amount of Bilica or sand present. 
We also have calcerous, clayey aud other 
kinds of fragmental rocks, the names of 
which will themselves readily suggest their 
proximate composition. 
We have pointed 
out a few of the mineral and rock in­ 
gredients of soils simply to indicate the 
line of study one would have to pursue in 
order to make himself familiar with the 
inorganic constituents of the soil. 
It is not 
our province, even if we were able, to pre­ 
sent in detail the mineralogical relations of 
the rock and minerals of the soil, nor is it a 
subject upon which much may be learned 
by simple reading. Its study, tobe success­ 
ful, must be backed by a fair knowledge of 
geology and chemistry as well as the rudi­ 
ments of mineralogy. 


HOUSEHOLD 
H IN TS. 


Light, brown biscuit for tea are made of 
Graham flour, one pint of sour cream, one 
teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda; roll 
them ont as for any biscuit, and bake in a 
moderate oven. 
To fry smelts : W ash and scrape them, 
cut off the fins, dip them in beaten egg and 
cracker crumbs, or simply roll them in 
flour, fry in boiling fat ; garnish with fried 
parsley or with fresh watercress. 
A nourishing and pleasant drink for a 
sick person is made of parched rice. Brown 
the rice th . same as you do coffee ; then 
pour boiling water with a little salt in it 
over the rice. Let it boil until it is tender ; 
then add sugar or cream to it. 
It may be 
strained or not, according to taste. 
A good way to prepare apples when they 
are almost tasteless, is to pare them, cut 
them in quarters, and steam until they are 
tender ; then put them in an earthen dish 
and pour over the sauce a little weak vine­ 
gar, just enough to flavor them a trifle. In 
this put some unground allspice and a little 
sugar. 
Milk porridge can be varied so that an 
invalid will not tire of it soon. 
Put a 
dozen raisins in about two cups of milk, 
boil for five minutes ; they will flavor it 
agreeably, though they are not intended to 
be eaten. 
A little nutmeg can be added, 
or the white of an egg beaten light might 
be stirred in just after the milk is taken 
from the stove. 
The following is an excellent recipe for 
a cheap fruit cake : One egg, one cup of 
sugar, one and a half cups of flour, half a 
cup of butter, two-thirds of a cup of cur­ 
rants, one cup of raisins, half a teaspoonful 
of baking powder, three tableepooDfula of 
sour cream or milk, one teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg ; in place 
of baking powder and sour milk, you may 
use, if you chose, two tablespoonfuls of 
yeast ; in this case it will need to stand in 
the tin to rise for an hour. 
An economical way to prepare beefsteak 
for breakfast is this : Buy your Birloin 
steak for next day’s dinner, then cut off 
the ends which when cooked on a gridiron 
shrivel up and are the same as wasted. 
Unop them very line, season with pepper 
and salt, and a very little sifted sage, if 
you like that flavor. 
After they are 
chopped form them in flat cakes, and a few 
minutes before breakfast melt a lump of 
butter in a saucepan and fry till brown. 
By adding a little more butter and sour 
milk and flour you can make a nice gravy 
to poor over the meat. 
Lemon sherbet, which is so refreshing 
to the fever patient, and which is not de­ 
spised by the well man, is made in the 
proportion of two pounds of white sugar 
and six lemons, to two quarts of water. 
Cut the lemons in two parts ; squeeze 
every drop of the juice o u t; stir the sugar, 
water and lemon juice together, and strain 
through a wire sieve. 
Freeze just as yon 
do ice cream. 
Orange sherbet can be made 
in the some way by substituting oranges 
for lemons, and some people think it very 
agreeable if half lemons and half oranges 
are used. 
This is s pleasant ice to serve 
at the close of a weighty dinner.

Emerson lived so long aa almost to have 
outlived his highest fame. 
He survived 
the generation which had accepted his 
oracular utterances, and he lived far into a 
new generation, which had other ways of 
looking at the world, and which was less 
in sympathy with the Sage of Concord than 
its predecessor. 
Y et to those who have 
familiarized themselves with the intel­ 
lectual history of the Emerson Period, as it 
may truly be styled, it will appear very 
certain th at few men have exercised a 
wider or more wholesome influence upon 
the American mind than this least system­ 
atic of all philosophers. 
To understand his 
position and his work at all, however, 
some reference to the circumstances among 
which he was placed is necessary. 
He en­ 
tered active life at a time when the New 
England intellect was in a peculiar fer­ 
ment. 
The commixture and mutual reae 
tion of the two recent revolutions—that 
of the Old and that of the New worlds 
had wrought an unexampled impatience 
with all that savored of stupidity, per 
versity, superstition and conventionalism 
There was in the adolescent Mind of the 
time and the locality a mighty yearning 
after lleform in all its multifarious shapes 
New England Youth felt that it had 
a 
mission ; that it was given to it to regener 
ate the effete old world. 
All the shackles 
of 
social 
observance 
were 
to 
be 
thrown 
off. 
Everything 
was to 
be 
at 
once 
practical 
and 
natural. 
The 
challenge— Cui Bono ?—was to be 
put 
to 
the 
most 
sacred 
ceremonial 
Nothing was to be allowed to continue 
simply because it had hitherto existed. 
And out of 
this hurly-burly of 
vis­ 
ionary 
reform 
the 
crudest, strangest, 
most 
impractical 
and 
naire 
exper­ 
iments proceeded. 
The simplicity 
and 
the culture of the ancient Greek 
.Re­ 
publics were to 
be reproduced. 
The 
Arcadian but otherwise impossible union 
of hard labor and equally hard thinking, 
was to be established. 
An era of “ plain 
“ living and high thinking” was to be 
inaugurated. 
The black broth of Lace­ 
daemon was to be made the stim ulant of 
PericleaD culture aud intellectual power. 
But unfortunately there was a perilous 
want of agreement amoDg the new philos­ 
ophers. 
They were all reformers, but 
then 
each 
thought 
his 
own 
faverite 
reform the 
one 
necessary and urgent 
measure. 
And they 
mistook zeal 
for 
liberalism, forgetting th at zeal may be as 
distinguished in the service of the Inquisi­ 
tion as on behalf of Human Rights. 
In 
tru th they had not recovered from the 
poison of Rousseau's false sentimental­ 
ity and sham philosophy, and so they 
fell into narrowness, and into a criticism 
of orthodoxy which was as intolerant 
as 
the 
bigotry 
it 
denounced, 
and 
into dreams and impracticable ideas of 
a return to primitive ways, and finally 
into th at disillusionizing waking which 
ends all such fallacious movements, and 
recalls the experimenters to sobriety and 
fact. 
Now Emerson found himself in the midst 
of this intellectual turmoil, and there w s b 
a time when he was disposed to let himself 
float with the stream. 
He shared the pre­ 
vailing impatience of old views, of retro­ 
spective criticism, which he encountered. 
He said, about this time, “ The foregoiDg 
“ generations beheld God and N ature face 
“ to face ; we, through their eyes. 
Why 
“ should not we also eDjoy an original rela- 
"tio n to the universe’ 
W hy should not 
“ we have a poetry and philosophy of in- 
“ sight and not of tradition, and a religion 
“ by revelation to us, and not the history 
"o f theirs? 
* 
* 
* 
The sun shines 
“ to-day also. 
There is new wool and 
“ llax 
in 
the fields. 
There 
are 
new 
“ lands, new men, new thoughts. 
Let 
“ us demand our own works and laws and 
“ worship.” 
This does not influence the 
present generation, but it was as a torch 
to tow when Emerson wrote it, fortv years 
ago. 
It met 
the aspirations of 
that 
brilliant, eager, sanguine, ambitious throng 
which was then running over with the 
promise and potency of all manner of 
strange 
reforms. 
The Channings, Tho- 
reaus, 
Fullers, 
Hawthornes, 
Ripleys, 
Danas, Dwights, Burtons, Parkers, Cur­ 
tises, and many more whose names have 
since become familiar in connection with 
very different occupations, were all seek­ 
ing ways by which the redemption of the 
world could be hastened, and all or nearly 
all believed in the practicability of creating 
an original 
philosophy, literature, art, 
everything. 
Had Emerson drifted with 
the current, however, 
he 
would have 
passed out of sight and memory a genera­ 
tion ago. 
Fortunately his genius was at 
least as practical as it was philosophical, 
and he perceived, in good time, the hope­ 
lessness of the enterprises upon which so 
much enthusiasm and energy was being or 
about to be wasted. 
In his lecture on “ New England Be- 
“ formers,” he pointed out the fallacies of 
the new line of criticism and reform. 
He 
recognized 
the 
crucial defects of the 
various modifications of the methods of 
St. Simon, Fourier and Owens, which 
were then cropping up all over New Eng­ 
land. 
And he says : “ The criticism and 
“ attack on institutions which we have 
“ witnessed has made one thing plain, 
“ that society gains nothing whilst a man, 
“ not himself renovated, attem pts to reno- 
“ vate things around him ; he has become 
“ tediously good in some particular, but 
“ negligent or narrow in the re st; and 
" hypocrisy and vanity are often the dis- 
“ gnsting result.” There is here a clear and 
piercing vision and a justly discriminating 
judgment. And what can be better or more 
wholesome tnan this, from the same lect­ 
ure : “ We wish to escape from subjec- 
“ tion, an d a sense of inferiority -and we 
“ make self-denying ordinances, we drink 
" water, we eat grass, we refuse the laws, 
“ we go to jail ; it is all in vain ; only by 
“ obedience to his genius ; 
only by the 
“ freest activity in the way constitutional 
“ to him, does an angel seem to arise be- 
“ fore a man, and lead him by the hand out 
“ of all the wards of the prison.” 
It was 
by such utterances that Emerson estab­ 
lished over his veneration the most precious 
of intlnences, and an influence the true 
nature of which has almost ceased to be 
apprehended. 
In these days he is too 
often dismissed half oontemptnonsly as a 
transcendentalist who dealt in a misty 
semi-German metaphysic, and whose secret 
lay in the fact th at the vanity of a num­ 
ber of priggish young people was flattered 
by the notion that they understood his 
mystic phrases. 
No doubt Emerson was 
in some sense a Transcendentalist, though 
even here we think he has been misinter­ 


preted considerably. 
But apart from all 
his more recondite philosophical specula­ 
tions his claim to reverence and regard 
rests upon his faithful adherence to the 
most lofty, noble and pure views of prac­ 
tical life, and his constant inculcation of 
ethical doctrines of the most exalted char­ 
acter. 
No man possessed a more profound rev­ 
erence for T ruth than Emerson. 
W e find 
him recurring again and again to this 
subject. 
Truth and Beauty, indeed, were 
his favorite topics, and neither have been 
more forcefully and eloquently treated by 
any thinker. 
One may take up his works 
almost anywhere, and be sure to light 
upon something on these heads. 
Thus he 
insists, " Veracity first of ail, aud forever. 
“ Bien de beau que le v r a i And again 
he says, 
" I look upon the simple and 
"childish virtues of veracity and hcnesty 
“ as the root of all that is sublime in char­ 
a c te r . 
Speak as you think, be what you 
“ are, pay your debts of all kinds. 
I 
“ prefer to be owned as sound and solvent, 
“ and my word as good as my bond, and 
“ to be what cannot be stripped, or dissi- 
“ pated, 
or 
undermined, 
to 
all 
the 
“ eclat in the universe. 
This reality is 
“ the foundation of friendship, religion, 
“ poetry, and art. 
A t the top or at the 
“ bottom of all illusions, I set the spirit 
“ which still leads us to work and live for 
“ appearance, in spite of our conviction, in 
“ all sane hours, that it is what we really 
“ are that avails with frieuds, with strau- 
“ gers, and with fate or fortune.” 
These 
are noble words, and they breathe the true 
spirit of Emerson’s philosophy. 
He was 
above all a hater and contemner of shams, 
and his shrewd New England eyes pierced 
through all subterfuges, while his solid 
practical judgment estimated the value of 
his surroundings dispassionately. 
The real 
influence of Emerson is due to his dis­ 
courses on 
human 
characteristics 
and 
affairs. 
As for 
his 
transcendentalism, 
it 
only 
serves 
to 
round 
out 
the 
character of a singularly complete and 
self-contained thinker. 
It has been ob­ 
jected to Emerson that he has no system ; 
that he has no definite conclusions ; that 
his speculation seems to lead no-whither ; 
that he is apparently by turns Theist, 
Pantheist and Agnostic. 
And yet Emer­ 
son is at least as consistent and intelligible 
and definite as that N ature of which he 
was a faithful and observant follower. His 
aim is to be natural. 
He recognizes the 
limits of useful speculation at all times. 
He has no system because if N ature has a 
system she has hidden it from Man ; be­ 
cause to every inquirer 
the Universal 
Mother answers austerely : 


‘ Yourselves and your fellows ye know n o t; aad me 
The tnateless, the one, will ye know? 
Will ye scan me, and read me, and tell 
Of the thoughts th at ferm ent in my heart. 
My longings, my sadness, my joy I 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
“ Race after race, man after man, 
Have thought that my secret was theirs, 
llave dreamed that I lived but for them, 
That they were my glory and joy. 
They are dead, they are changed, they arc gone ! 
1 rem ain,” 


Emerson refused to be trammeled by dog­ 
mas, or confined by the uniform of any 
creed. 
His deep and pervading love of 
T ruth made such freedom necessary as the 
air of heaven to him. 
The same loyalty to 
the veracities hindered him from bemg an 
iconoclast. For his nature was well poised, 
and however far his vision pierced into the 
realities of things, his judgment remained 
unaffected by the extent of the field under 
survey, and unconfused by the clashing of 
ideas and interests and forces which seem, 
even to the deepest student, to image forth 
only a hopeless Chaos when order and the 
solution of mystery are sought. It has been 
said of him that he so loved Beauty as to 
shut his eyes to everything painful, grim 
and paltry in life. 
This is a shallow and 
almost a libelous criticism. 
No man saw 
the hollowness, the dreariness, the painful­ 
ness, of life, more clearly, and 
d o man 
recognized the dark side of it more reso­ 
lutely or dutifully. 
How profoundly he 
perceived the fnvolousness of much of what 
concerns men, and especially the unreal­ 
ity of the subjective views which consti­ 
tute all we know of our surroundings, is 
shown in his lecture on “ Illusions.” Thomas 
Carlyle never more thoroughly grasped 
this phase of life, but Emerson was more 
humorous and Icsb bitter than Carlyle. 
His terse and pungent style has offended 
many, who would seemingly have willingly 
exchanged half the sense for as much sound 
again. 
His style is not crabbed, certainly, 
but it is not (lowing. 
It is compressed 
with a serious consciousness of the value 
ot language. 
It is philosophy in short­ 
hand. 
The sentences are not often pol­ 
ished, but the meaning is always full­ 
bodied, and the words are apt, forcible, 
suggestive. 
If the style is the man, as 
assnredly it must be when the man is 
anything more than an imitation, then 
Emerson's style may be accounted part and 
parcel of his philosophy. 
B rt as a style 
even it has been very much overmen- 1 
sured, for it contains a great many real 
beauties, 
and 
a power of 
conveying 
meaning which is one of tho most con- 
elusive evidences of success!nl achieve­ 
ment in expression. 
Emerson’s cosmical theories 
are un­ 
formed, for the best of all reasons, but his 
usefulness increases as he descends to com­ 
mon things, and when he treads the earth 
he 8peaks sometimes with an authority and 
an insight so great that his transcendental 
speculations might have been communings 
with the Eternal apon Mount Sinai, and 
he another Moses, bringing with him into 
the haunts of men the reflection of God’s 
own glory upon his countenance. 
How 
clearly, and as in a bird's-eye view, for in­ 
stance, has he sketched the mystery of life 
in the following sentences, lightly touch­ 
ing upon 
the 
darker shades 
of 
the 
picture, gently indicating the half-sad, 
half-ludicrous features of it, and combining 
all in one succinct yet most suggestive 
whole : 
“ There is no chance, and no 
“ anarchy, in the universe. 
All is system 
“ and gradation. 
Every 
god is there 
“ sitting in his sphere. 
The young mortal 
“ enters the hall of the firm am ent; there is 
“ he alone with them alone, they pouring on 
“ him benedictions and gifts, and beckon- 
“ ing him up to their thrones. 
On the 
“ instant, and 
incessantly, 
fall 
snow- 
“ storms 
of 
illusions. 
He 
fancies 
“ himself 
in 
a 
vast crowd which 
“ sways this way and that, and whose 
“ movements and doings he mnst obey ; 
“ he fancies himself poor, orphaned, in- 
“ significant. 
The 
mad crowd drives 
“ him hither and thither, some fiercely 
“ commanding this thing to be done, some 
“ that. 
W hat is he that he should resist 
“ their will, and think and act for him­ 
" self ? 
Every movement, new changes, 
“ and new showers of deoeption, to bailie 


“ and disturb him. 
And when, by and 
“ by, for an instant, the air clears, hnd 
“ the clond lifts a little, there are the 
“ gods, still sitting round him on their 
‘ ‘ thrones—they alone w ith him alone. ” 
It 
is this view of s final reality underlying 
all the confusioD, ef a final adjustm ent to 
conditions which, if we could but know, 
have always been intelligent and har­ 
monious, which 
keeps 
his 
philosophy 
sweet and commends it to that sanguine 
disposition which pertains to human nature 
as a very law of being. 
And it was through this hopeful and 
robust prevision that he attracted and 
helped the young men of his own and the 
succeeding generation. 
He lifted them 
out of the Maelstrom of impractical reforms 
round the giddy circles of which they were 
whirling. 
He steadied their minds aud 
gave them balance and discipline. 
He 
fixed their attention upon duty and truth 
and the beauty of Nature. 
He showed 
how this beauty of N ature extended into 
and through all the relations of human 
life. 
He taught righteousness of action 
and thought. 
He stood for probity and 
genuineness, and tho earnest living of 
one’s own life to the best possible purpose. 
And his influence upon his age has been 
very great. 
He certainly introduced into 
American literature a respect for native 
work, a thoroughness and manliness and 
originality, which 
were 
conspicuously 
wanting to it when he appeared. 
He has 
certainly upheld for half a century a stand­ 
ard of conduct which, it is to be feared, is 
becoming less attractive to his successors, 
yet which is assuredly the only standard 
which can serve a truly high civiliza­ 
tion. 
There has arisen of late a school 
which is not 
content 
to 
halt 
where 
Emerson halted, 
however, 
and 
which 
therefore is disposed to regard him as too 
conservative. 
I t is true that he suffered 
himself to be restrained by the considera­ 
tion that when absolute certainty was un­ 
attainable it was not worth while to acquire 
beliefs which might detract from the en­ 
joyment and even the utilization of life. 
A t present this view is scarcely understood. 
His own reverence for Truth has created a 
set of truthseekers who, standing on his 
ground, deduce from his arguments conclu­ 
sions which he always abstained from 
drawing. 
This is inevitable, though he 
did not foresee it, bnt it iu no way dimin­ 
ishes the services which he has rendered 
his age. 
It was not to be supposed th at he 
should have the last word. 
There have 
been great men since Agamemnon. 
In his 
own appointed time Ralph Waldo Emer­ 
son was justly accounted prophet and 
seer and revelator, but the very truthB he 
revealed have helped to produce men and 
women to whom his philosophy can no 
longer suffice. 
Of his poetry we do not intend to say 
much, for we have always thought that in 
attem pting th at form of expression he had 
mistaken the bent of his genius. 
Much 
of 
his 
prose 
contains 
more 
genu­ 
inely poetical turns and 
phrases than 
the most labored of his verses. 
I t is very 
rarely that philosophy is adequately taught 
in verse, and Emerson’s poetry lacks all the 
grace and elegance and harmony of sound 
which are to be expected from the Mnse. 
It is in short a somewhat grim New- 
England-Puritan kind of verse, suggestive 
of none of those beauties of N ature which 
the poet so greatly regarded, but abound­ 
ing with abrupt and harsh and angular 
lines, tbe very antithesis of grace. 
If any 
less distinguished man had w ritten the 
poems which bear his name, in fact, the 
world would have probably received them 
with something like derision, and would not 
have wanted more than one installment of 
them. 
As it is they are buoyed up by the 
fame which their author won in jar more 
legitimate ways, but they will be laid aside 
and forgotten long before his prose works 
have ceased to be household studies. 
But his influence, apart from all such 
considerations, 
was 
throughout whole­ 
some and elevatiug. 
Always he was say­ 
ing to everybody, 
“ Be yourselves ! 
Do 
“ not copy others. 
W ork oat your own 
“ destiny by your own capacities.” 
Such, 
■imply speaking, was the essence ef his 
m ission: to teach men to be natural. 
Read, 
for 
instance, 
his 
lecture 
on 
“ C haracter," as illustrating this main 
tendency of his teaching. 
“ Charaeter,” 
he 
there 
observes, 
“ is 
nature 
in 
“ the highest form. * * This masterpiece 
“ is best when no hands but N ature’s 
“ have 
been 
laid 
upon 
it.” 
He 
was 
perpetually 
expressing 
the 
same 
general 
idea 
in 
different 
ways, 
and 
thus he not only fought against conven­ 
tions, (yet not as a mere image-breaker), 
but carried his disciples on into a new 
world, where the spirit of resistance to 
conventions became a creative spirit, and 
established 
the 
foundations 
of 
an 
intellectual aristocracy, against which the 
leveling waves of democracy should heat 
in vain. 
And thus he has perhaps exerted 
a much wider influence than moat invent­ 
ors of systems, since the very indefinite­ 
ness of his creed has attracted the most 
diverse votaries to his feet, and has enabled 
thousands to absorb his intelle ctual sugges­ 
tions without, or so for the time it seemed 
to them, abandoning their former notions. 
Of his private life it is not necessary to say 
more than that it was conformable in all 
things to the nobility of his teachings. 
He 
lived a simple, cleanly, quiet, conscientious 
life. 
He performed scrupulously all the 
duties imposed upon him. 
He accepted 
philosophically all the disappointments in­ 
cident to existence. 
He continued to 
learn 
while 
life 
remained 
to 
him. 
And 
now 
his 
works 
speak 
for 
him 
as he never would have spoken for himBelf 
For to Emerson, as to all really great men 
and deep thinkers, the opinion of the 
world was not a momentous m atter. 
He 
was his own sternest and most inexorable 
judge. 
As for external criticism we may 
fairly quote him upon himself : 
Work of his hind 
He nor commends nor grieves ; 
Pleads for itself the fa c t; 
As unrepenting N ature leaves 
Her every act. 


THE ARIZONA TROUBLES, 


It is said that the troops in Arizona can­ 
not deal effectually with the Indiana be­ 
cause the latter get into the mountains, 
where they cannot be reached by cavalry, 
and that the Federal infantry are worse 
than useless for such work. 
It would 
seem from this that the Government might 
as well withdraw the troops from Arizona 
altogether, the more particularly as they 
consist of about tw o-thirds cavalry, which 
is said to be of no utility in these opera­ 
tions. 
How Indians are to bo fought with 
cavalry which cannot get at them, and in­ 
fantry which cannot stand the fatigues of 


campaigning in that country, is a problem 
difficult of solution. 
Under the circnm- 
s tan oes the people of Arizona are fully jus­ 
tified in organizing and armiDg for their 
own protection, 
If the Government can­ 
not do its own work, somebody else must 
do it. 
But is it not somewhat in the na­ 
ture of bad faith for a Government to in­ 
vite the settlem ent of a Territory which it 
is unable to protect, and thus to expose the 
settlers to the most horrible of all calami­ 
ties? 
If the Federal troops cannot cope 
with the Indians, it is also in order to in­ 
quire what they are there for. 
Certainly 
the country pays enough for the army to 
be entitled to expect that it will be capa­ 
ble of performing some services ; but it 
must be admitted that in Arizona it has 
been monotonously unsuccessful in dealing 
with the Indian question. 


THE 
RIGHT 
VIEW. 


We learn that tho taxpayers of Sacra­ 
mento aro meeting their obligations to the 
municipality with their usual promptness, 
and that the attem pt to persuade them 
into refusing to pay their taxes has proved 
an almost complete failure. 
The meeting 
on Thursday night showed plainly that the 
new movement has no hold upon the com­ 
munity. 
After all the drumming and 
trumpeting, after all the declarations that 
nobody could be compelled to pay taxes, 
after all the invitations to dishonesty and 
repudiation which could be devised, only 
two-and-twenty persons could be found to 
sign an agreement to sustain the move­ 
ment. 
This is a tolerably conclusive proof 
of the soundness of the public judgment 
in the premises. 
The truth is that the 
people of Sacramento have no disposition 
to emulate Elizabeth, New Jersey, which 
city committed suicide by repudiating its 
debt, and has never held up its head since. 
Sacramento is prosperous. 
She has bright 
prospects for the future, and her people 
recognize the fact that they cannot enjoy 
all the advantages of solvency without at 
the same adding to the value of their exist­ 
ing obligations. 
They are not so foolish as 
to believe that it is possible for them to 
discharge the debt from the standpoint of 
insolvency, when all the world and their 
bondholders know that they have ample 
means ; and they are not so shortsighted 
as to be unable to perceive that they are 
infinitely more interested in maintaining 
their credit than in trying to “ beat ” their 
creditors. 
They owe no thanks to the 
little faction which has always been en­ 
deavoring to damage the standing of the 
city by agitating propositions looking to 
repudiation, and the indications are that 
they will have nothing to do with any 
movement* of the kind.

not stand this long, and when they feel the 
pressure of hard times breaking down and 
giving the lie to the sophismsand fallacies of 
the Protectionists, they will make Congress 
understand th at “ the Tariff m ast go,” as 
well as the Chinaman.

N either Blaine nor Belmont have added 
anything to

answered them, and Blaine would have 
been entirely justified in declining the task 
of unraveling them.

THE CHICAGO COMMUNISTS. 


The Chicago Communists have signalized 
their emancipatiou from all the ordinary 
ties of society by coming out boldly and 
strongly in behalf of unrestricted Chinese 
immigration. 
At a recent meeting they 
adopted resolutions denouncing the anti- 
Chinese sentim ent as “ based on hatred 
“ and prejudice 
declaring th at “ it was 
“ a movement in favor of capitalists, and 
“ not in the interests of wages-workers ; 
“ that it is in opposition tn the principles 
“ of a common brotherhood ~r that it is a 
“ Know-Nothing agitation ; th at the most 
“ vehement opposers of Chinese labor are 
“ those of foreign birth ; that ander a free 
"governm ent all people must Se equal be- 
“ fore the law 
and so forth. 
The ulti­ 
mate purpose of this manifesto, however, 
is displayed in the closing clause, “ that 
“ Chinese cheap labor is a legitimate result 
" of a system in which the cheapest pro- 
“ ductive power controls the markets of 
“ the world,” 
This means th at the Chi­ 
cago Communists w ant the Chinese to 
come 
because 
they 
hope 
th at 
their 
presence 
will 
so 
disgust 
the 
labor­ 
ing 
classes 
as 
to 
convert 
them 
to 
the communist doctrines which require, 
as a preliminary to the regeneration of 
mankind, the entire destruction of the ex­ 
isting political aod social systems. 
To the 
Communist the democracy of the United 
States is not much more attractive than j 
the despotism of Russia. 
He holds both f 
systems to be equally faulty, and he is not I 
prepared to approve of any form of gov- j 
eminent save that which not only doee 
not govern, but 
which undertakes to 
give to every citizen th at share of the gen­ 
eral productions which he thinks he ought 
to have. 
As this theory is complicated by 
the condition th at nobody else shall have 
more than he earns, it is difficult to see 
how the scheme can ever he worked out. 
But your trae Communist has faith in hisr 
dreams, and at all events he is willing to 
carry fire and sword around the world in 
his efforts to- hasten the millennium. 


The first telegraphic account of the anti- 
Chinese riot at Martinez stated that the 
community generally was concerned in it. 
Subsequently a dispatch was sent to the 
Associated I Teas denying this, and patting 
the responsibility upon a few persons, who 
it was said did not represent the sentiment 
of the town. 
If the people of Martinez 
did not approve of the outrage, they 
should have taken steps to prevent it. 
If 
only a few disorderly persons took part in 
*t, what were the others doing ? 
Is it to 
be understood that the people who claim 
to be law-abiding citizens looked on while 
the Chinese were being murdered and 
abused and their property was being de­ 
stroyed ? 
It is certainly very strange that 
if the majority disapproved of the attack 
upon the Chinese, they should not have let 
their disapproval be known until the mis­ 
chief had been done. 
Again, we do not 
hear that any steps are being taken to 
vindicate the law. 
Are we to conclude 
that the rioters are not known ? Or, if 
they are known, that 
the 
authorities 
do not 
dare to perform 
their 
duty? 
This is a very serious business, and cannot 
be hushed up. 
I t has been stated that 
several CbinameD were murdered during 
the riot, which wae also accompanied by 
arson and other crimes. 
The law-abiding 
people- of M artinez owe it to themselves 
to see th at this atrocity is not permitted 
to pase unpunished. 
As it is we do not 
doubt that the facts have before this been 
telegraphed to Washington, and that they 
will be made use of to prevent the passage 
of the new Chinese bill. 
So true is it 
that all who breaks the law in this connzo- 
tion are the enemies and not the friends of 
California, and that their ruffianism is at 
once availed of by oar opponents at the 
Plast to deprive us of the protection we 
are endeavoring to secure.

INCREASE 
IN THE 
COST OP LIVING. 


A dispatch from Chicago states th at the 
advance of prices in the necessaries of life 
is beginning to produce serious alarm. The 
restaurants are considering the necessity of 
raising their rates, and “ housewives are 
“ alarmed at the steady rise in the price of 
“ meats, and some families in the lower 
“ walks of life have been compelled to give 
“ up entirely the use of m eat.” 
The dis­ 
patch says further th at “ with all the ad- 
“ vanee in the price of living, there is a 
“ disposition on the part of employers to 
“ reduce rather than advance wages, and 
“ laborers are confronted at the same time 
“ with the difficulties of reduced wages 
“ and increased expenses.” 
OÍ course all 
sorts of theories are advanced to account 
tor this unpromising state of affaire, but 
wbat we would like to see explained is, 
how such a condition of things has come to 
pass under the beneficent system of Pro­ 
tection to Home Industry ? Tbe advocates 
of th at system have always asserted that 
it made wages high and the cost of living 
comparatively 
low. 
B nt 
it 
appears, 
when 
the 
facts 
are 
ascertained, that 
wages everywhere are falling, and th at 
at the same time 
the cost of 
Kving 
is 
increasing. 
W e 
showed 
yesterday 
how this process is geiag on In Massachu­ 
setts, and now we are given to understand 
th at it is the same is Illinois and the W est 
generally. 
If Protection really protects 
the workingmen, why is it th at wagea do 
not keep pace w ith the price of living ? I t 
is almost as bad a state aa a country can be 
in, when wagea are falling and food is 
growing dearer at the same time. 
If Pro­ 
tection has been unable to prevent such a 
complete failure of its fundamental princi­ 
ples as this, it must be time to discard it. 
It is very certain th at it imposes heavy 
burdens on the consumer, aud now it is 
declared that the consumer not only gets 
no compensation for these burdens, but 
that he is becoming poorer every day. 
The 


Prince Leopold has at last been married 
to the Princess Helen of W aldeck, and 
the occasion was made exceedingly bril­ 
liant, according to the accounts. 
When 
the description of all these splendors :s 
laid before the English people, however, it 
is certain that many of them will reflect 
upon thegSDesis of the lavish expenditure, 
and will nsk themselves why the toiling 
millions should be forced to contribute out 
of their slender earnings to the support of 
a number of princes mid princesses who 
are literally without any function or use­ 
fulness. 
The idea th at the satisfaction of 
seeing or reading about the doings of these 
fortunate persons is enough for the British 
taxpayers, is rapidly lssing favor. 
Every 
year the burden of the royal family is felt 
to be more unreasonable. 
It is a different 
question from that of the ¿frown. 
As yet 
there is no feeling against that, for many 
reasons. 
I t at least serves a definite par­ 
póse, but these princes and princesses fill 
no usefnb positions.

The statem ent that the city of Marseilles 
has commenced suit against the ex-Empress 
Eugenie to recover a chateau which the 
municipality presented to Louis Napoleon, 
certainly says little for the chivalry or the 
magnanimity of that community.

seilles gave away this chateau, it can with 
any appearance of equity advance a claim 
to it. 
Perhaps the pretense is th at it was 
given to the Emperor as head of the State, 
and th at as he has ceased to be head of the 
State, it reverts to the donors. 
But even 
upon that theory it oould hardly be claimed 
by Marseilles. 
The republic might show a 
valid title to it, but the city dispossessed 
itself of the property when it made the 
deed of gift. 
And altogether aside front 
the question of law, this action appears to 
be very sordid and mean. 
Surely the un­ 
fortunate lady who is made the defendant 
in this case is entitled to some considera­ 
tion at the hands of Frenchmen. 
She has 
been bereaved of all whom she loved, shorn 
of power and fortune, and everything that 
could make life worth living.

The report of the minority of the com­ 
mittee on the Silver que; tion appears to 
be singularly weak, even for that class of 
reasoning, but its weakest point consists 
iu the wonderful observation that “ In the 
" event of a turn to the preseut prosper- 
“ ity of the oountry it will more fully ap- 
“ pear that our surplus of this condemned 
“ silver will greatly assist our Govern- 
“ ment in sustaining its credit and con- 
“ tinning to pay its obligations in specie, 
“ as it is now doing.” Now t ie contingency 
here referred to in so obscure aud circuit­ 
ous a way is the contingency of a drain of 
gold, resulting in the substitution of silver 
as the standard in this country.

' this occur it is scarcely necessary to say 
! that it would at once canse a most dis­ 
I astrous depreciation in the whole of our 
currency, a depreciation which in the 
aggregate would be 
equivalent to the 
destruction of scores of millions of capital, 
and that in all probability we should find 
ourselves tied thenceforward to silver, 
aud put upon a financial level with the 
arrested civilizations of Asia. 
That is tbe 
kind of prospect to which the minority 
look forward with a Btmig complacency 
which, considering the amouut of expe­ 
rience the country has had, is nothing 
short of amazing. 


THE 
“ LABORER” CLAUSE. 


We agree with Senator Miller that the 
attem pted definition of the word “ labor­ 
ers ” in the new Chinese bill is of very lit­ 
tle importance. As wag made evident in the 
debate on Thursday, the law cannot go 
any farther than the treaty, ami if it Beems 
to conflict with the latter the only result 
will be to givs tho President a fresh excuse 
for refusing to sign it. 
We must presume 
that the Commissioners who negotiated the 
treaty made the Chinese understand thor- 
ougly w hat class of immigrants we de­ 
sired to exclude, and we have no apprehen­ 
sion th at it will be found possible to elude 
the plain meaning of the generio and com­ 
prehensive term "laborers.” 
To reach 
conviction on this head it is only necessary 
to analyze the term a little. 
The word 
“ laborers ” must mean and embrace all 
who labor with their hands, at least. 
It is 
even doubtful whether it would not include 
a larger class, but it id evident that if we 
can keep out all the Chinese who work 
with their hands in any way, we shall have 
nothing to fear either from skilled or un­ 
skilled Chinese labor. 


COX 
THROWS 
A 
BOMBSHELL. 


Sunset Cox managed to throw a bomb­ 
shell into the camp cf the tariff men on 
Monday, in the shape of a resolution as to 
the proposed American Peace Congress. 
The resolution declares that “ Congress 
“ approves of the invitation and its object, 
“ and advises an extensiou of the invita- 
“ tion to the Dominion of Canada, and 
“ that in connection with the object of the 
“ proposed Congress there be ceneidered 
“ and proposed a scheme for trade an4 
“ reciprocity among the nations of N orth 
’‘ and South American and the Dominion 
“ of Canada, with a view to harmonize 
“ such nations aud the Dominion of Can- 
“ ada in mutual relations of trade and 
“ commerce.” 
The tariff men will never 
be able to accept this proposition, for it 
opens the door to freedom of trade, and 
would commit the United States to the 
unprecedented policy of actually under­ 
taking to extend her foreign commerce, and 
introduce enlightened principles into her 
own fiscal system.

personal ends for party advancement, let him 
now behold him in the speaker. 
Add. C. Hinkson was next introduced. 
He said he desired to go to the State Conven­ 
tion. but he wished to be understood as ac­ 
cepting the decision of the Convention as the 
voice of the party in the county. 
He be­ 
lieved victory to be awaiting the party in 
the State if harmony prevailed and a united 
effort is made. 
He had no time to look at 
the past. 
He looked to the future of the suc­ 
cess of the party in the county and State, 
and whatever the present vote, he should 
leave nothing undone to secure that success. 
The vote wa* then taken, and Stephens re­ 
ceived 114 and Hinkron "'7, and the former 
was declared delegate at large. 
The district delegates then got together, 
and after a long and hot canvass reported 
these delegates :

The motion 
to lay on the table prevailed. 
On motion of C. Wells, the Convention 
indorsed and confirmed the delegates from 
the First. 
The Convention indorsed the names of all 
the delegates as reported. 
The Convention at 5:30 adjourned sine die, 
after votiGg its thanks to its officers. 
Of course the result of the Convention has 
significance as determining the attitude of 
Sacramento county as to various aspirants 
for places on the Democratic State ticket. 
The contest over the one delegate at large 
was the only opportunity afforded for arriv­ 
ing at ths preferences of the entire body. 
Fourteen of the delegates were chosen by the 
Supervisor districts acting separately. 
But 
the vote fur the delegate at large revealed the 
temper of the entire body. 
Tne candidates 
were R. D. Stephens and Add. C. Hinkson, 
both popular leaders of the Democracy. 
I t 
was alleged th at Stephens was openly for 
Clay W. Taylor, of Shasta, for G overnor; 
th at he was opposed to lle a rsto r Johnson for 
th at office. 
W ith this understanding, his de­ 
cisive m ajority would indicate the preference 
of the Convention as favorable to the aspira­ 
tions of Mr. Taylor. 
Mr. Stephens, in his 
speech, h -wever, declared himself in favor of 
Taylor, Robert W att, Jo Ham ilton or any 
straight-leading Democrat. 
Mr. Stephens’ 
candidacy for Controller was of course well un­ 
derstood, and his selection by the Convention 
is accepted as an unmistakable declaration in 
his favor. 
The delegation is also understood 
to be solid for J . W . Armstrong for Supreme 
Judge. 
The result is accepted by all as satis­ 
factory, and the delegation will, from present 
indications, act solidly and harmoniously for 
nil the favorites of this section.

Dcclaraiiou of Prii’ciples.—To obtain and organ­ 
ize means for the rigid enforcement ol all laws re­ 
stricting the sale ol intoxicating liquors, particu­ 
larly the Sundav law ; to secure the enactment and 
enforcement of such other laws relating to t le man­ 
ufacture and saie of intoxiciting liquors as may tend 
t - render existing laws more effectual ; to obtain 
sue!) additional legislation as may seem to be mo-t 
expedient aud effectual to protect our homes from 
the- insidious and destructive influence growing out 
of this traffic ; and to diminish the burdens ol tax­ 
ation by further restricting this the chief causa of 
idleness, crime, pauperism and insanity ; to create, 
by the distribution 1 f tempetance literature and 
public aduresses, an intelligent, just and merciful 
public sentiment, which shall give p-actieal force to 
temperance principles, and t-u establi-h branch or­ 
ganizations throughout the State wherever the same 
may be practicable to carry into effect the objects 
above stated. 
The yearly fee is it. No assessments. 
I, the undersigned, hereby subscribe to the abore 
declaration of principles, and aatborize the enroll 
ment of in i name on the Register. 
Each person who entered was requested to 
sign the same. 
A fter singing by the choir, and a prayer by 
the Rev. David Deal, Dr. Dwioell opened 
the meeting. 
He stated that the obj ct of 
the meeting was to preserve the interest of 
the thousands of Sacramento. 
Apparently 
only a few lead off. but the moral sentiment 
of the pe pie is with us. 
A few meet here, 
hut the hosts are back of and sustain us. 
There is no occasion for discouragement. So­ 
ciety has as much right to defend itself 
against social wrong as it has to defend any 
law of our country. 
The object of the Sun­ 
day law is to ke»p our fellow men from mak­ 
ing bad men, b a l husbands and bad brothers. 
To prevent men from destroying themselves, 
their homes and their souls. 
Society is in­ 
terested in m aintaining aud seeing that the 
law is enforced. 
W e need to educate our 
people aud go forward iu the movement. 
There 
has been 
a 
united 
etfoit 
and 
a conspiracy 
to 
prevent 
the 
enforce­ 
m ent of this law. 
W e meet here to night, 
representing the good people of Sacramento, 
the mothers, sisters and wives of this city. 
Ntnety-nine-one-hundred iis cf the respecta­ 
ble portion of our community are back of ns 
to-night. 
We are not a small community 
but a large people, and we represent the peo­ 
ple of Sacramento City. 
Dr. Dwiuell introduced the Rev. M. C. 
Btiggs, who spoke as follows: The right of 
every man to a day of rest is necessary. The 
first reason is th at he needs it. 
In countries 
where a day of rest is not observed the labor­ 
ing u n n grows old, while yet young, and 
dies. 
I t does not require an extended argu­ 
ment to show th at the muscle and the brain 
require rest. 
I t is just as much needed 
as food is 
for 
the 
stomach 
or 
air 
for 
the 
lungs. 
M an 
m ust 
have 
a 
rest day, and m ust have it every seventh day. 
I t is apparent th at capital and cupidity are 
too strong. 
ThiB day of rest is needed as 
much for our homes as it is for our bodies. 
The toiler should have time to sit at his fire­ 
side, to clasp his children to hi- breast, and 
partake of the domestic love of his home life. 
This Sunday law does not compel a man to 
worship. 
The law aims at nothing of this 
kind. 
It would seem th at a law of this kind 
should never be opposed. 
There is nothing 
but a sinister opposition to this law. 
The 
laborer's rest day should be a rest day, aud 
not a curse day—a day when the child and wife 
should not be robbed of the husband’s wages. 
The intention of the law was th at all saloons 
should be closed on the Sabbath, and that 
the weak man should be prohibited against 
his own weakness. 
The power lies with the 
people. 
The Baloons are the least beneficial 
of all other businesses to our Government. 
The men who keep them are bad men. They 
are traitors, aLd are as guilty before the law 
as was Forest, Jesse Jam es or other violators 
of our country’s law. 
If this is allowed to 
continué, each man must make up his mind 
to defend his own home against this the most 
audacious violation of law ever perpetrated. 
They wish to override and trample in the 
dust the laws of our country. The conspiracy 
of bad men depends on popular sentiment. 
The time will come when all the good people 
will stand up and uphold this law. 
The tide 
will swell and the waves will run high. 
The 
liquor men think we are afraid of them. The 
Judge th at allows a 
man 
to be 
chal­ 
lenged from a jury because he believes 
in 
the enforcement 
of 
the 
law, 
or 
because 
he 
is 
a 1’resbyteriaD, 
he does 
not deserve the name of a magistrate. 
We 
are certain of victory over thoee drunken 
men who set themselves up against law, 
truth, justice and virtue. 
1 am sorry for 
this. 
1 wish it was otherwise. 
M any men 
who drink have a conscience, and would ren­ 
der n verdict properly. 
A juror who will de­ 
bauch his conscience! what is left for us? 
Twelve men can often be found among whom 
three or four will vote for acquittal when the 
defendant confesses guilt. 
I know of in­ 
stances wheie temperance men and religious 
persons were shut off from our juries by 
;>ettifogging lawyers. 
This movement is 
going on, and we shall continue until we 
shall shut up all the grog-Bhops of our State. 
Colonel Balxock was introduced, and de­ 
livered an eloquent addrcps, which was fre­ 
quently applauded. 
H e said temperance 
work is spasmodic. 
We m ust row ; the cur­ 
rent is against us. 
Vantage ground must be 
taken by might. 
No human heing has ever 
lived, or will ever live, who does not exert 
some influence. 
Any man engaged in im­ 
moral pursuits 
poisons 
our 
atmosphere. 
W e should not encourage, acknowledge, or 
recognize the sale of intoxicating liquors. 
A saloon, as well as the man who keeps it, is 
a menace to society. 
The good suffer much 
for the sake of peace. 
The vender of these 
poisons stands behind his bar and deals out 
his essential poisons under the protection of 
legislative enactments. 
I have not one single 
word of charity for any man who Bells these 
intoxicating drinks. 
There is not a liquor 
dealer in all the land who does not know that 
his business is iniquitous. 
He is the tiger of 
society.

L etter and Will 
of 
th e 
Suicide—Mrs 
W oodward’s Anti-M ortem Statem ent. 
T he follow ing letter was found on the 
person of Dr. W oodw ard, who comm itted 
auicide at 1037 M ission street, San F ran ­ 
cisco, T hursday morning, after having a t­ 
tem pted to k ill Mrs. M ary W oodw ard, his 
m istress : 
My Dear Mollie : I nave just got through with 
your lefer. 
You have satil the word, so good-by. 
I will not call on you again without you come io 
me. 
It is not in my power Pi do what you ask me 
to. 
I cannot do so. I called at five and then went 
to dinner, thinking the matter over. 
When I came 
back I found your hat on the bed and eome of your 
clothes. 
1 put them back iu their place. 
You 
ought to lock up your room when you go out. All 
I ask is for you to leave me alone. I will never 
bother you without yott compel me to. Come to 
see me if I can ever be of any service to you. You 
know where to find me. 
I hope you will take care 
of yourself. 
Do so, if, as you say, you love me bet­ 
ter than any man on this etrth. 
Do not refuse the 
favor I ask you, to give me something to remember 
you by. 
So good-by, and farewell forever, without you 
com.: to see me. 
I am as ever, 
EDDIE. 
Following is tho will made by the de­ 
ceased and dated the day before his sui­ 
cide : 
I, E. N. Woodward, do make this my last will 
and testament, 
i do give and bequeath to my 
mother Si,000, which is in my desk or in the bank, 
and which is to be invested in real estate or first 
mortgage bonds. The furniture in my office at No. 
920 Market street is to he sold at auction, and my 
dental instruments sold to the best advantage. The 
money realized from the accounts collected are to be 
applied to my funeral expense and that of my mistress, 
Mary Brooks Woodward. Should she die before me, 
or within one month a'ter my decease. I desire that 
she be buried with me, as 1 loved her in my life and 
wish her with me in death. I w att Mr. Starr to take 
charge of my effects and carry out my instructions. 
T here were several small bequests to 
relatives. 
On another sheet of paper was 
found a list of the accounts, representing 
an aggregate of $600. 
The value of the 
estate is about $2,000. 
M rs. W oodw ard, who is still a t the C ity 
Receiving H ospital, 
is the daughter of 
Joseph Brooks, once a well-to-do member 
of a prom inent m ercantile firm in this city. 
Between ten and eleven years ago she m ar­ 
ried a voung man named George W ood­ 
ward, from whom she separated several 
years ago, takiog the children under her 
care. 
Dr. W oodw ard, it since appears, was at 
one tim e m arried to a lady in the East, but 
had been divorced from her a few years age. 
A t the C ity Receiving H ospital Mrs. 
W oodw ard m ade an ante-m ortem state­ 
m ent in presence of Coroner W eeks and 
D eputy Coroner Sm ith. 
She stated th at 
she had known Dr. W oodw ard about eight 
m onths, and th at laBt Friday he had come 
to her room and had given her a diamond 
ring. 
He had then asked her to m arry 
him. 
H e complained sometimes of not 
having money enough to pay her bills, and 
would not come to see her for several days. 
T hursday m orning he came to her room, 
and after m entioning several bills of his 
m other and sister, whom he had sent E ast 
a few days ago, he said th a t he could not 
live w ithout her, and th a t his heart was 
broken. 
He would not live w ithout her, 
and asked her for the ring lie had given 
her, th a t it m ight be buried w ith him in 
his coffin. 
She gave hint the ring, which 
he put in his pocket. 
H e then sprang 
upon her, saying th a t her tim e had come, 
and tired one shot, which she thinks m u st 
have hit her, for she knows nothing of 
w hat transpired afterw ards. 
George W oodw ard, her husband, fol­ 
lowed her to the C ity Receiving H ospital, 
bu t w ould say no more about the case than 
th a t his wife had been divorced from him. 
The exact course of th e bullet th a t struck 
Mrs. W oodw ard cannot be readily traced, 
b u t it is thought th a t the wouDd may not 
be fatal, although the chances are slightly 
agaiDBt her recovery.

LAD’S LOVE. 


A STORY IN TWO PARTS.

N o fairer Beene could be shown to appre­ 
ciativ e eyes, this hot sum m er day, than 
th a t presented by a red-roofed, many- 
gabled house standing well back from the 
river • to whose banks runs a long, old- 
fashioned garden full 
of 
old fashioned 
dow ers—marigolds, and London pride, and 
dainty sweet briar w ith its pale m iniature 
roses, a garden wherein bees find delicious 
pasturage, and where, ju st now, big burly 
m oths are beginning to w hirr about among 
th e geraniums, which, w ith the lobelias 
and delicate yellow roses and their homelier 
neighbors, look like fine ladies among a 
gathering of country folk. 
N ear the w ater’s edge grow great alder- 
trees, w ith gnarled steniB, and here and 
there a branch dropping low, seemed to 
touch th e ripples of the river as it flowed, 
for very love of their bright heaury. 
The 
old house itself w atched the river and the 
Sow ers through deep m ullioned windows, 
fram ed in sw eet tangles of jasm ine, cle­ 
m atis and ivy, and about one of its gables 
a Banksia rose had spread a n et woven of 
green leaves and starred w ith golded b u t­ 
tons. 
Let us enter th e room which looks out 
npon the garden and the river, and whose 
curtains are draw n fully aside to let in the 
welcome coolness th a t evening is bringing 
to refresh a w orld 
whieh has panted 
th ro u g h this real hot sum m er day in the 
m onth of July. 
I t is low-roofed, or w ould seem so now 
to our more m odern ideas, and would be 
•q u are b u t for certain charm ing recesses 
branching out in unexpected places, one of 
■which is large enough to have a tall narrow 
w indow all to itself, a couple of chairs 
w ith spindle legs, and some carved oak 
■helves rich in bits of rare old china. 
T he window th at stands open is so wide 
it seems alm ost to fill the entire end of 
th e room, and all around it runs a window- 
seat luxuriously cushioned. 
I t ju st now 
looks like a frame m ade of tendrils and 
bloasom-laden branches, aud fram ing daiut- 
ly a river landscape in exquisite olive-green 
and gray, where the shim m er of gsntly 
stirrin g w ater is seen as it steals through 
rustling flags, and bathes the feet of a 
m eadow -sw eet or two, whose sunny plumes 
m ingle w ith the green of the sedges and 
th e russet of the bullrushes. 
H ow fair the world looks thus sleeping 
in the welcome eventide ! 
The red sail of 
a tin y pleasure-boat passing across the disk 
of the picture seems the sail of a fairy 
barge, for the after-glow of a gorgeous sun­ 
se t catches it and turns it to gold. 
There 
an- two people in this room, whence such 
fair sights are seen. 
A man and a woman. 
The woman, seated in the angle of the 
low, wide window-seat, holds a square of 
m uslin, fine as a spider’s web, in her hand ; 
an open basket full of tiny bobbins stands 
beside her, and on the dainty canvas is a 
•p ray of w heat ears and poppies, embroid- 
*ied all in white. 
T he little bobbins are of sandal-wood, 
an d th eir faint, pungent perfume mingles 
w ith the scent of the flowers th a t twine 
about th e window. 
She has all he: tools a t hand, but the 
square of muslin as often rests upon her 
U p as not, while w ith dream y eyes she 
w atches the fram ed picture of the river, or 
tu rn s w ith quiet, steadfast gaze to her com­ 
panion. 
T his woman was not yonng ; th a t her 
female friends and acquaintances felt small 
difficulty in deciding. 
H ow old seemed a 
question involving much uncertainty of 
opinion. 
A t all events, hitherto, tim e had but 
given new depth and earnestness of expres­ 
sion to th e beauty of her face, new grace to 
th e lines of her pliant form, as the finger 
of early autum n lends to the Virginian 
creeper delicious tin ts and tender shades 
of crimson and gold. 
Still, some people said, in a sort of con­ 
fidential way, th a t M illicent W arner was 
“ g etting on,” w hatever th a t m ight mean, 
an d —when the speakers were of the gentler 
sex —said it w ith cunning inflections of the 
vwioe which sought to claim th e u ity of the 
listener for the progress in question. 
But in the eyes of her old uncle. Sir 
(leoffrey W arner, 
“ M illy ’ 
was still a 
child. 
As an orphan she had been left 
early to his care, and th a t care had been 
such as to m erit full well her devotion 
through the years of maidenhood and 
womanhood ; a devotion th a t had grown 
ta him as the very «ir he breathed, and as 
th e atm osphere in w hich he lived and 
m oved and had his being. 
T hey were very happy, those two, in the 
ne*ny-gabled, red-roofed house down by 
th e river, for each understood the other, 
each m ind was cultured and com panion­ 
able, and each year’s routine was varied by 
long autum n wanderings in foreign lauds. 
In M illy’s life, years back now, there 
had been once a dream —a happy, blissful 
dream while it lasted, and after the dream 
had corae the waking. 
In the first im ­ 
pulsive freshness of her girlhood she had 
loved, trusted, believed—and found love 
and tru st and credence things given b ut to 
the semblance of w hat she had rested her 
hopes upon ungrudgingly. 
She had suf­ 
fered, yet been brave in her suffering, and 
so the shadow passed from the fair surface 
of her life as the shadow of a storm -cloud 
from a sum m er sea. 
Y et the suffering left its m ark, in quick­ 
ened possibility of sym pathy for others, in 
added tenderness to every sorrow ful creat­ 
ure who came across her path. 
H ers was 
one of those clear-cut, high-featured faces 
th a t oven in extrem e old age will retain a 
certain beauty ; the eyes dark gray, black 
lash ed ; the hair black as a raven’s wing, 
w ith a crim ple ruffling it here and there ; 
the nose slightly aquiline, w ith sensitive, 
alm ost transparent nostrils ; the inouth a 
little sad, b u t most ineffably sweet at 
tim es, also at tim es a little stern ; the chin 
firm and finely molded. 
Such was M illicent W arner to look at. 
To listen to she was delightful, so sym pa­ 
th etic w as every inflection of her soft, low 
voice, bu t she wae a woman who was often 
« le n t, and often spoke by look or smile as 
m uch to the purpose as another by many 
words. 
“ M y dear, she s thirty-five if she's a 
d a y ,” said th e wife of the village Ittctor, 
irs t to th is person, then to that. 
A nd may be the lady was as near right 
•* ill-nature was likely to be. adding a 
year or tw o to m ake up for the many who 
w ere ready to rate Miss W arner at several 
years less than her actual age. 
T h a t she was over th irty may be allowed. 
You seldom see such perfoct repose and 
grace of manner as Sir Geoffrey W arner’s 
niece possessed in any woman under it. 
T h a t the touch of light on the edge of 
those p retty ripple* in her hair m eant the 
glisten of a silver thread or tw o m ight also 
be taken as proved. 
T h a t she was an influence, pure and 
true, in th e lives of those w ith whom she 
cam e in cortact m ight also be taken for 
granted. 
No one oould look into her eyes and 
(ioubt th a t fact. 


“ I t makes me very glad and happy to 
hear all these things." 
She looked across at her companion as 
aha spoke, a sweet content shining íq her 
pyee. 
•• I knew it w ould,” he answered blithe­ 
ly . 
“ All the way here I was thinking 
w hat welcome news I carried.’’ 
T his wae the way w ith M illicent W ar­ 
ner. 
No one ever doubted' her tru th and 
reality. 
If she showed a person th a t she 
liked them , th at person knew th a t her lik ­ 
ing was a thing to be relied upon—solid 
ground on which their feet m ight rest se­ 
cu rely —not the shaky bog-land of passing 
•aprice or affected sym pathy. 
A nd she w rs very glad to hear the news 
ju st told to her by U uthven Dyott, for it 
concerned his own welfare, and w hat can 
•fell be dearer to any of us than the wel­ 
fare of th e friend we love’ 
H e deserved to have friends, too— this 
yonng fellow w ith the clear-cut face and 
dark, candid eyes. 
He was none of the 
drones of earth, t u t one who scorned no 
honest drudgery th at m ight lead to name 
*nd ame 
Indeed, he belonged to a pro- 


fession in which no m an who scorns real 
hard drudgery can hope to get on, for 
R nthven D yott was a civil engineer. 
A lready be seemed m arked out for a

K arl O tto V on B ism arck Schonhausen w. s 
bore a t Schonhausen, A pril 1, 1815. 
G ottin­ 
gen and B erlin U D iversities were th e seats of 
learniog in which his ac id erric jl preparatfi us 
f r lite w ere m ade. 
In 1847 he entered the 
P arliam ent of P russia as a supporter of the 
extrem e views w hich he still 
entertains. 
F o u r years later he served as Secretary for 
P russia in the m eeting of the G erm anic D iet 
at F rankfort-on-the-M ain 
A fter serving his 
K ing diplom atically iu V ienna, iu 1852, and 
a t P aris, in 1854, in 1859 he represented 
P russia as M inister at S t. Petersburg. T hree 
years afterw ards he was again seDt to P alis, 
and iu the sam e year was m ade M inister of 
Foreign A ffairs and P rem ier. 
H is advent to 
this suprem e office was alm ost im m ediately 
succeeded by a conflict w ith the L iberals. In 
1804 his unpopulsriiy was relieved som ew hat 
by the jo in t action of Prussia and A ustria 
against D enm ark, which resulted in the gain 
of H »lstein and Schleswig to th e P russian 
m onarchy. 
T he struggle w ith A ustria cam e 
as th e result cf B ism aiek’s convicti .11 th a t to 
eecure G erm an reconstruction th e E m pire 
m ust be excluded from the F ederation. A us­ 
tria was supported by the m ajority of votes 
therein, and P iussia consequently seceded. 
The w ar of 18(iri followed, culm inating in the 
great battle of Sadowa, whose result was the 
trium ph i f B ism arck’s policy in the exclusion 
of A ustria from the Federation, the accession 
of H anover, E ectoral H esse, H olst.-iu and 
other S tates to P russia, aud t»be form ation of 
the N orth G erm an Confederation, including 
all the G erm an S lates north of the river 
M ain. 
S eo rtt treaties wi-.h Bavaria, Baden 
and W urlem berg were eufered into by B is­ 
m arck in the sam e year, securing the eoui- 
m aud of th eir arm ies to P russia in the event 
of w ar. 
T he n ex t year B ism arck was ap ­ 
pointed C hancellor cf the N orth G -rm an 
C onfederation. 
In Ju ly , 1870, the Freuch 
G overnm ent declared w ar against Prussia. 
A ll the G erm an States, except those of A us­ 
tria, were represented in the arm y which 
destroyed the F rench E m pire. 
Ill 1871 B is­ 
m arck was m ade a P rince and C naneellor of 
the new G erm an E m pire. 
H e ceased to he 
P rim e M inister of P russia iu 1873. 
L ater he 
gained popularity w ith ':he L iberals by op­ 
posing th e pretensions of the U ltram ontane 
p arty ia the C hurch cf Rome, which policy 
he considerably m odified in recent days.

W a s h in g t o n , April 13, 1882. 
The social life of the Executive Mansion 
could not have been conducted with more 
flawless propriety than it has been under 
the present occupant, had he had no other 
interest than this. 
For six months from 
President Garfield’s death all communica­ 
tions emanating from there and from the 
State 
Department 
were 
bordered 
in 
black, 
except invitations 
to 
the 
few 
dinners that were given at the mansion 
during the last six 
weeks of 
mourn­ 
ing.—the 
only 
form 
of 
hospitality 
shown, 
except the perfnnctory 
recep­ 
tion on New Year’s day. 
Neither since 
th at time has there been 
any undue 
haste in assuming social relations. 
The 
official mourning term expired March 19th, 
which fell during L°nt, and only one levee 
was held btfire Kister, that beiDg to the 
general public, Tuesday evening, March 
28th. 
Yon have heard what a cruBh that 
was— 
FOUR THOUSAND TEOPLE 
Wedging their way into a house that a 
crowd of eighteen hundred fills uncom­ 
fortably full. 
The President’s vigorous 
right arm was btitf and lame next day. 
One of the ladies who assisted him in re­ 
ceiving, lost a diamond 
aigrette 
that 
fastened the white plume in her hair. 
A 
foreign Minister and his party entered sans 
dignity through a window, by the humane 
suggestion of an attendant inside, who 
saw them struggling in the unanointed 
crowd without. In seven years’ observation 
I have seen no jam to equal this before at 
the levee of any President. 
There was a 
triple attraction that evening, for General 
and Mrs. Grant assisted President Arthur. 
The week the Grants were here there were 
dinners given them every evening, in con­ 
nection with dinners to ex-Secretary and 
Mrs. Fish, who were entertained by As­ 
sistant Secretary of State Bancroft Davis, 
a brother of ex-Congressman Horace Davis, 
of San Francisco. 
The dinner of thirty- 
four covers to ex-Preeident and Mrs. Grant, 
given by the President, was probably the 
most sumptuous dinner in the annals of 
the W hite House, though all of President 
A rthur’s dinners are nearly on a par for 
elegance. 
The difference, when any exists, 
is mainly between the State private dining­ 
rooms, and the number of guests accom­ 
modated at table. 
There are always six 
varieties of wine and trom fourteen to 
eighteen courses. 
“ Louis,” a cook he has 
brought on from New York, superintends 
the entire preparations. 
President A rthur 
has a handsome private fortune, and it is 
very generally understood that he means 
to spend as much of his salary in hospital­ 
ity as may be necessary to meet every de­ 
mand of his position. 
The service at the 
W hite House is grave and decorously 
courteous, as was the strict rule under 
President Grant. 
The same household 
force whom Grant inherited from Lincoln 
and Johnson grew 


DEMORALIZED AND RUDE 
Under the bucolic Hayes ; and there was 
no marked improvement during the brief, 
sad sojourn of the Garfields ; but they soon 
straightened themselves up into their best 
behavior under the quiet, masterful eye 
of A rthur, who is a born magixter domus, 
and has substituted metropolitan *avoir 
Jaire for the crude, pretentious Western 
simplicity and unworldiness of his imine- 
diate predecessors. 
W hether the Pacific 
slope likes the President’s Chinese policy 
or not, it would like his soft-mannered hos­ 
pitality, so well rounded as to have no­ 
where any jagged edge. 
Dinners have been the feature of the 
late social season, and of these Senator 
Fair has given more and handsomer ones 
than any other private host. 
Last Satur­ 
day evening he gave a very elaborate din­ 
ner to the young belles of the Arlington, 
where he boards. 
The party was matron- 
iy.ed by two Senators’ wives.

Karl Otto Vi.n Bis-narck Schonliausen w. s 
horn at Schonhsusen, April 1, 1815. 
Gottin­ 
gen and Berlin Universities were the seats- of 
learning in which his acidemicil preparad» ns 
for life were marie. 
In 1847 he entered the 
Parliament of Prussia as a supporter of the 
extreme views which he still entertains. 
Four years later ho served as Secretary for 
Prussia in the meeting of the Germanic Diet 
at Frankfort-on-the-Main 
After serving his 
King diplomatically in Vienna, in 1852, and 
at Paris, in 1854, in 185!) he represented 
Prussia as Minister at St. Petersburg. Three 
years afterwards he was again sent to Paris, 
and in the same year was made Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and Premier. 
Ills advent to 
this supreme office was almost immediately 
succeeded by a conflict with the Liberals. In 
18(54 his unpopularity was relieved somewhat 
by the joint action of Prussia and Austria 
against Denmark, which resulted in ths gain 
of Hilstein and Schleswig to the Prussian 
monarchy. The struggle with Austria came 
as the result cf Bismarck’s conviction that to 
secure German reconstruction the Empire 
must be excluded from the Federation. Aus­ 
tria was supported by the majority of votes 
therein, ami Ibussia consequently seceded. 
The war of lStiii followed, culminating in the 
great battle of Saciowa, whose result was the 
triumph cf Bismarck’s policy in the exclusion 
of Austria from the Federation, the accession 
of Hanover, E ectoral Hesse, Holstein and 
other States to Prussia, and the formation of 
the North German Confederation, including 
all the German Slates north of the river 
Main. 
Secret treaties with Bavaria, Baden 
and Wurtemberg were euterpd into by Bis­ 
marck in the same year, securing the com­ 
mand of their armies to Prussia in the event 
of war. The next rear Bismarck was ap­ 
p iuted Chancellor of the North German 
Confederation. 
In July, 1870, the French 
Government declared war against Prussia. 
Ail the German States, except those of Aus­ 
tria, were repretented in the arniT which 
destroyed the French Empire. 
In 1871 Bis­ 
marck was made a Prince and Gnancellor of 
the new German Empire. 
He ceased tobe 
Prime Minister of Prussia in 1873, 
Eater he 
gained popularity with the Liberals by op­ 
posing the pretensions of the Ultramontane 
party ia the Church of Kouie, which policy 
he considerably modified in recent days. Bis­ 
marck has a mighty body assisting an inflexi­ 
ble will.
